The Race Across the Atlantic 


A correspondent has transmitted the fol- 
lowing particulars in connection with the first 
Atlantic steamer to Chambers’ Journal. He 
asys :—‘‘ The writer of the interesting artiole 
under the above heading, which appeared Jn 
Chambers' Journal, No. 969, 1852, places the 
steamer ‘Groat Western’ inthe van of the race 
of ocean stsaming. He evidently was not 
aware that cn the occasion of the first voyage 
of the ‘Great Western’ areal and intensely 
exciting struggle actually took place between 
that veesol and the steamer * Sirius.’ 

* Varly in the year 1838 the London papera 
advertised ‘ that the long-talked-of project of 
communicating with America by steamboats 
was at length to be carried into effect, It was 
supposed thatthe ‘Great Western’ would 
have been the first steamer to runto New 
Pork ; but we find that the ‘Sirius,’ a power 
fol and well built steamer of seyon huudred 
tons, and three bundred and twenty horse 
power,commanded by Lieutenant R. Roberts, 
R.N., is to lerve the London Docks on 28th 
of March next, and Cork on 2d April,for New 
York.’ 

“'Trao to the time thus notilied,the ‘Sirius’ 
hauled out of dock, and sailed from off East. 
lene Stairaon March 28, 1838 ; touched at 
Cork, and after a tempe \tuous passayo arrived 
at New York at nine p.m Sunday, April 22ad. 

“The following correct extracts are taken 
from printed copies of tho logs of both the 
‘Sirius’ avd the ‘Great Western’—in my 
possession—and reference thereto clearly 
phows the wioner of *The Raco across the 
Atlantio,’ The ‘Sirlus’ left Cork at ten a.m., 
April 4, 1838, and arrived in Now York on tho 
22:1 of the same month, at nine p,m.

(From the Mechanical Engineer.) 


The iron is received froma the rolling mills 
in sheets from three inches to twelve ivchss 
wide, and from three feet to nine feet in 
length, the thickness varying according to the 
kind of work into which it is to be made,from 
one-eighth to one-thirty-secondth of an inch. 
These sheets are all cut into about thirty inch 
pieces, and by immersion in acid oleaned of 
the hard outside flinty scale. They sre then 
chopped into etrips of a width corresponding 
to the length of thetackornailrequired. Sup- 
posing the tack to be cutis an eight cuuce car- 
pet tack, the strip of fron, sa chopped and

Discourse by Rev. T. De Witt Tal- 
mage. 


SPICE IN RELIGION. 


Of spices great abundance, neither was there 
any such spicesas thé Qasen of Sheba gave 
King Solomon,—2 Chronicles, ix., 9. 

What ts that building out yonder glittering 
in the sun? [lave you not heard? It is the 
house of the cedar of Lebanon: Solomon, the 
King, has just brought to it his bride, a prin- 
ceas of yp. You see the pillars of the 
portico and the tower glittering with one 
thousand shields fastened on the outeide of the 
tower, five hundred of the shields manufac. 
tored at Solomon's order end five hundred 
won in the battle by his father, David. See 
how they blaze inthe sun. Solomon comes 
uptheivory stairs of his throne between 
twelve lions in statuary, and sits on the. back 
of the golden Moo, the face of the brovzid 
beast turned toward the people, Solomon's 
family is so large and he has so many attord.- 
ants that the caterer has to provide ono 
hundred sheep por day,and throe oxen, besides 
the birds and the venison. The offisera were 
very important officers, who had to gather tho 
etraw and the barley for the horses, for I hear 
4,000 hérres neighiog and pawing in the royal 
stables, Tradition says that Solomon was an 
early risor and that he always rode out at 
daybreak; and, when clothed in white apparel 
and drawn by the swiftest horses on the 
realm, and followed by mounted archers in 
purple, a8 the cavaloade dastied through the 
streats of Jerngslem, it must have been aA 
spectacle worth getting up'at five o’clook in 
the morning to look at. Solomon was not 
like many of the kings of our day—orowned 
imbecility—but all the aplendor of his palace 
and of his rotinue were eclipsed by his intel- 
lectual power. Why, he seemed to know al- 
most everything. He was the firet great 
naturalist that the world ever saw. Peacocks 
from India atrutted the basaltic walk, and 
apes chattered among tho trees, and the old 
deer stalked the parks, and thore were aq: 
uariums of foreign fish, and thore were avi« 
aries of foreign birds’; and these birds, tra- 
dition says, wore eo woll tamed that Solomon 
could walk from one end of the olty to tho 
other under tho shadow of their wings as they 
hovered and filtted about him. Moreover, 
ho had a great reputation for enigmas, and 
riddles and conundrums, whioh he propound- 
edaod which he answered. He and his 
neighbor, King Haram, would eit by the hoor 
and propounod eniymas and ask riddles, and 
when one failed to answor ho had to pay for 
it in money, The Yolomonic navy visited all 
the n:tiogos of the kaown world, and of course 
the sailors, whon they got into these foreiga 
porte, talked over those wonderful onigmas 
aod riddles and conundrums which Solomon 
propoucded, and the news got cloar down to 
Queen Baucus of Abyssinia, and her ourlosity 
was aroused in rogard to him, and she aaid ; 
“Till test the man, and I'll send 


some puzzles for him to answer, and 
I'll send some conundrums for him 
to solve.” And so she went up among othor 


things a diamond with so small a holo in it 
that it oould not be penetrated by a needle, 
and she asked Solomon to thread that dia- 
mond; and tradition saysho took a small 
worm and plecod it at the opening in tho die- 
mond,and the worm SE 8 through, leaving 
tho thread In tho diamond. Then sho sent 
a goblet to Solomon, saying : ** Fill this with 
some wator that poured not from the sky nor 
rushed up from the deep” And Solomon put 
a slave on the back of a horse and galloped 
bim sroand and around avd around tho park 
until the horee was oxhsnsted, and from tho 
perspiration ho filled the goblet. Sho seat 
also toSolomon five hundred boysin girls’ 
dross and five huodrod girls in boys’ dress to 
soo whothor he would be chested by the de- 
ception, Solomon watchod,and whon ho saw 
thom wash thoir facos, by the mannor in 
whioh they applied the water to thoir faces 
he found out the choat. When Qacon Baacus 
had her curiosity oxcited to the last dogroo, 
and said; ‘I'll goup now and soe for my- 
solf.” Here comes tho cavaloado—horsos and 
dromodarios, chariots and charlotoors, flylog 
ensign and blazing symbols, and a groat pro: 
coasion, Tho air is saturated with the por- 
fame, She par = olonamon and oassis, and 
frankincense and myrrh, nad all tho swooet 
sploos of the oarth. As tho proocestion comes 
up to the gate the armod guard Inhale the 
porfame. Queon Baucus alights loan atwos- 
phere bewitched with the aroms. As the 
dromodarios aro drivon up to the storehouses

Now, all this loada moto sy that So’omon 
wan a typo of. briat, and thatthe Quaeon of 
Shoba was a typo of the gonuloe truth sookor. 
But J go further this morning, and tell yiu 
that the swoes epicos that sho brought to the 
King aro a typo of the holy Spicery of our 
Ohristian religion, Obristianity ia nota o»! 
lection of sharp techuicalities and of chrono- 
logics! tables and of dry statinteos, Tt jy a 
collection of spicow. Iti# oewsia, it is frank. 
{noenae, it inepikonard, itis tho rippling of 
cool fountalgs, itis the opening. of opaline 
xatens, it is all aweot splcos. Would God that 
Quoen Baucus would drive hor *ploo laden 
dromedarioes through our holy religion, There 
aro agroat many pooplo to whom life jis in- 
sipid ; it isa monotone, They get £o tired of 
this treadmill way of Ilving, tere aro mon 
who have been olimbing, walking, bargatolog 
gaining, losing, talking, apliistng twenty 
yosre, thirty years, forby yoars, fifty years, 
seyonty years, Oh, the horrible monotony, 
some of you say. I will tell you what is the 
mattor: You need your religion spiced up 
with eolivenment. You are acated at a foast 
in which the cook has forgotten to season the 
food, Oh, if, when you havo your losses, there 
should flash through your soul the {dea of 
hoavenly gain. Oh, if, when you aro botray- 
od of the worldyyou could realiaa the unfailing 
friordahip of Jesus Christ. Ob, if, when 
business is dull, you could sse, flitting in and 
out of your office and shop and factory and 
bavklog house minister'ng angola of God,your 
life {natoad of boing » stapid monotone would 
boa glorious inspiration, pondaluming betweon 
calm satis'action and high rapture. Nobody 
doubts your religion. You area Obristian, 
Bat you have an insipid sort of religion, 
You want it spiced up—moro enlivennent, 
You want the Queen of Sheba to drive her 
spice aden caravan through your religion, 
How women oan keop house year after year 
with no religion, is tome amyrtory. This 
perpetual plannipg for the meals, this mou'd- 
tog of garments that soon again will be rent, 
this scattering of the dust whioh soon again 
will settlo, th's deploring of breakages and 
this supervising of tardy eubordinat.s», and 
this working day in and dey cut, and yoar in 
and year out, until the Lair eilvers, and the 
shoulders stoop and the spectacles fall from 
the eye, and the grave breaks» open under the 
thio sole of the shoo—it is au aw/ul monotony. 
But suppose Christ comes into your nursery, 
into your drawing-room, into your parlor, {nio 
your kitchen, aod tates posaoxsion of the 
whole house, Then womanly duties are 
cheerful and happy duties, Then Martha 
quis Martha and sits at the feet of Christ. 
hen Deborah fs where sho can help L pidoth 
and Hannah where she can make a cect for 
young Samucl, apd Miriam oan watch her 
brother, and Kachel ia glad she can help her 
fathor water the stook. and the widow of Sa- 
repta is glad that the crue of oil {s all the 
time boing replenished. Ob, woman having 
in your pantry a wholo nest of toxes filled 
with condiments, why do you not put into 
your heart and your hesd the epicery of our 
holy religion? Martha, Martha, thou art 
careful and troubled; but one thing is need- 
fal, and Mary hath chosen that good part, 
which shall not be taken away from her. 

Yes, I go further, my friends, and say that 
much of the religion of the day is an insipid 
religion, There is not anything piquant or 
enlivening in it. .Men and women go hum- 
ming p#alm tunes in a minor key and oulturing 
melancholy, and call that roligion, and there 
is in their worship moro sadness than rapture, 
It ought not to.bo 20, Emanoipated from ain 
and death and hell, snd on theic way toa 
magaificont heaven, they trudge on as though 
thoy were golng to an everlasting Botany Bay. 
All the iofidel Books written from tho time of 
Voltaire to Herbort Spencer have not done 
Chrigtiavity so much harm as Jugubrious 
Christiacs, Their religion does not seem to 
agree with them. It gets into the windpipe, 
and is to them strangulation rather than ox- 
hilaration, Ab, my friends, you need to have 
your religion brightened up. You want some 
of the condiments of this religion put into 
your experience, 

“Then let our songs abound, 
And every tear be dry ; 

We're marching through Emanuel’s ground 
To fairer worlds on high.” 

Come out of that oave and sit in the light 
of the sun of righteousness, Away- with your 
odes to melancholy and Harvey’s Meditations 
among the Tombs, 

Yes, my friends, we need more of spice and 
enlivenment in the disokarge of our duty as 
teachers in pulpits, in Sabbath sohools, in 
prayer meetings, and everywhere where we 

vo a word to say for Christ. Do you won- 
dor that the world isso far from being con- 
verted, when there is go little vivacity in pow 
aad pulpit? We need fewer rhetorical clabo- 
rations, and fower seesquipedalian words, and 
when we want to speak of shadows do not say 
adumbration, and when we want to speak of 
a stitch in the side do not say lumbago. Let 
us talk to the poople in plain vernacular, and 

resout this Gospel in language they can un- 
jorstand—this Gospel whioh proposes to make 
all mon honest and happy, and yiotorious and 
free, Lo other words, in our religious teaching 
wo want more cinnamon and less gristle, 

Yos, we want moro of the space of this holy 
religion in our Christian work, When yoa 
qo among the hovels of the poor do not begin 
to discourse tothem about their wretched 
condition, about the hunger of their looks and 
the hardness of their lot. Thoy know ita 
great deal better than you can tell them, Tell 
them of something better, Toll them how the 
Lord is going to come for His children. Rouse 
up their stolidity with amerry laugh, and 
after you have given them the bread and the 
medicine aud the clothing, ylve them also the 
spice of this Christian encouragement, There 
are two ways of going into the hovels of dos- 
titution, One way is going in with a manner 
which sooms to way: ‘‘ Well, I don’t know 
how you stand it in this miserable neighbor- 
hood, it makes me sick ; thore is « bundle of 
clothes, you poor, miserablo wrotch—mako 
the boat of it.” Botter® not go intosuch a 
place unless you have with you the spice of 
tho holy religion of Jesus Christ. All the 
charity you give with your hand will be out- 
dono by the gloom of your countenance or 
the incapacity of your heart, Another way 
of going into the houses of Cos\itution is by 
ono’s manner practically saying: ‘' The bles- 
sod Lord sont mo to you ; Obrist Himself was 

r, and He isin sympathy with all poor: 
Nosema not only to give you somothiog, but 1 


expect to got your prayer.” With 
gift ae that thoreisa fragrence like spike- 
nari that oame to the foot of Chriat, ind all 
the hovels of that alley will broathe the frag. 
ranoo ot this holy spice of tho Christrian re- 
ligion. Yov, we want more of this apive and 
enlivonmeut in church music How many 
ohurchos thoro aro discussing whethor thoy 
had botter have ohoir or proventor, whother 
thoy had botter havo bass viol, or organ, or 
cornet, 1 say, take that which will give the 
moat inspiritiog wwusic, Nine out of ten poo 
ple ian church do not sing, and the tenth who 
doos sing sings so softly nobody knows it, 
Gorman chorals in tho groat German catho- 
drals overpower tho musio In Protestant 
churches in Amorica, and yot Germany has 
not reooived anything at tho hand of Obrlet 
compared with what Amorioa has reoolyod ; 
and shall the acclaim of our Borlin bo louder 
than tho acclaim of our Amorioan cities 7 
Wako up, all churohos of Josus Ohrist, from 
Bangor to San Franvisoo and soross Christon- 
dom! Soft musto and oxqulsito musio have 
their places, but novor can take tho place of 
groat congregations! harmontos St. Jobo 
gave his idoa of what ought to be its roson-

Why, my brother, it is re- 
doleaco now, und it is redolenoe forever, Just 
put that religion on the stand boside.the sick 
pillow. Ah! how it awootens the bitter cup. 
Whata glow it ossts on. tho gloom of the 
turned Jattico, Whata balm for the aching 
side, Whata soft bandage for tho temple 
stung with pain. Samuol Katherford in tor- 
tures of body shouted the praires of God, 
Richard Baxter, with greater and more won- 
derfal complications ot diseases than any man 
over sufféred, wroto at the same time his 
wonderfal book called The Saint’s Everlasting 
Rest, .Thislight strack Bupyan’s dungeon, 
the light of the shin'ng gate ofthe shining 
city. Aod this religion isthe best of all 
modicines. It is good for the rheumatiam, it 
is good for the neuralgis, it is good for the 
heart disease, it is good for consumption, it is 
a catholicon for all disorders. This will help 
heal a!l sorrows. Why were you so sad this 
morning when you camo to the house of God ? 
Ob, there iso burden on your .soul that for 
yoara has not been lifteJ, Sometimes you feel 
like saying, with Lord Macaulay: ‘If I had 
® whole month of such days as I have spent, 
I would like to get down into the narrow orib 
of my grave like » weary factory child.” And 
sometimes in the sorrow of your Jife you have 
said: **Ub, how sweet must be tho dust of 
the valley to the lips of a weary soul. Oh, if 
I could only have my Jast slumber and pull 
over metho covorlet of green grasa and of 
violets.” Amidst the silence of thls audience 
this morning there sre hundreds of breaking 
hearts, A widowed soul with .a little child 
moved to tho far West because she heard that 
wages were larger there, Arriving at the 
West the mither sickened and died. Tho 
overacer of the poor came, took her body, put 
itina box, put the box ina waggon, and 
trotted off briskly toward the cemetery, “The 
little child, the only obild, came out on the

There is Resurrection and 
reunion. ‘* They shall hunger no more, neither 
thirat any moro, neither shall the eun light on 
thom any more, por apy heat, for the Lamb 
which isin the midst of the throno shall lead 
them to living fountalos of water, and God 
shall wipe away allteara from their cys” 
There is the sweetnogs of consolation. There 
is the balm of Christian hope. There are the 
sweet spices of our holy religions Some one 
wondered why an old German Christian 
philosopher was always so happy and <ontent- 
ed notwithetending bié ‘hardships were very 
great and his losses wonderful, Some one 
said, * I'll just fiad out the seoret of that old 
Christian philosopher's happiness; I can- 
not seohowhe should beso happy, when 
so mavy misfortuces sre around him,” 
So this msn secreted himeclf inthe house 
of the old Christian philosopher and he 
gave this testimony, He ssid the old philoso- 
pher went to bis room in the evening, took a 
chair by the stand, opened bis Bible aud read 
chapter after chapter, and hour after hour, 
until his face was all sglow with good nows 
from heaven. After a while tho clock struck 
twelve at night Theold philosopher closed 
his Bible and arose and said : ‘‘Blossed Lord, 
wearoonthe samo old terms yet, Good 
night, good night!” ‘The secret was out, 
Communion with God, peace of Christ, ocon- 
solation of the Holy Ghost. These are the 
things that make the soul happy. Well, 
brethren, all this is promised you hore, I 
cannot tell you what will yet come and the 
revelation that may bo made of this holy reli- 

ion. Some of you havo read of the Tsj Ma- 
hal of India, perhaps the most wonderfal 
building ever constractel It took twenty 
thousand men twenty years to build it, It 
oost sixteon million dollars, that represonting 
five times, at least, of that amount of money 
here. Its walls wore of marble. They were 
inlaid with cornelian from Bagdad, turquoise 
from Thibe), jasper from Porale, and precious 
stones from all lands. A traveller says thst 
it is an onchanted castle of burnished silver. 
Tho walls aro two hundred and forty foot 
high, and from that height there stands a 
cupola or dome thirty feet more. That dome 
has the moot wondorfal. echo in all the world 
and every day that ocho is tested by travellors 
who atand far beneath with harp, or trumpot, 
or flute.

A SPECIMEN BRICK. 

The following, from the Sarnia Observer, 
is a fair specimen of the manner in which 
Grit journals habitually comment upon the 
actions of their political opponents : 

When the Tories fell upon each other's necks 
during the late campaign and sobbed over what 
they alleged was Mowat’s tyrannical usurpati 1 
of municipal power, there were people silly 
enough to believe that they were really sincers 
in their devotion to municipal sovervignty. The 
hollowness of their pretensions ia now made ap 
parent by the fact that tho ‘Tory Government 
takes from the municipa ities the rght to pre- 
pare the yoters’ list aud places it in the handa of 
& pertizan appointed, whose powere are made 
absdlute, and we have not yet heard one wort 
of protest raised by a Tory against the outrage- 
ous usurpation. 


When the fact is stated that no power 

was to be taken from the municipalities by 
the proposed Dominion Franchise Bil, 
which has been Isid ovor until next yeer, 
it will at once be apparent that the Observ- 
er’s comments are thoroughly disingen- 
uous, Heretofore, for convenience sake, 
the voters’ lists prepared by the municipal 
authorities for Municipal and Provincial 
purposes, have been used for Dominion 
‘purposes. The Dominion Government now 
propose to create a new franchise for the 
Dominion which shall be uniform in all 
the Provinces, and which will be so much 
more liberal than that in use in any of the 
Provinces, that it could not be prepared 
by the municipal authorities withouta very 
large expenditure, which it wou!d be un- 
just to call upon them to bear. Were the 
expense of preparing special voters’ lista for 
the Dominion proposed to be cast upon the 
mopicipalities, no doubt the Observer 
would be one of the firat of the Grit organs 
to raise a how] on the subject. The sin- 
cerity of the solicitude of all the organs of 
the Mowat Government for municipal au- 
tonomy can be gauged very accurately by 
theireacquivscence in the actions of that 
Government in robbing the municipalities 
of some of their most important privileges, 
and casting upon them a heavy burden of 
expenditure in connection with the admin- 
{atration of justice. When the Grit papers 
haye duly condemned Mr. Mowat’s acts, 
they may expect that their discussion of the 
subject of municipal righta will be received 
with some degree of reepect. 


“THE EXPORT OF SHEEP. 


The Liverpool Courier of May 15th says : 
—‘‘ The ill wind which is decimating the 
sheep flooks of this country is blowing good 
tor breeders in the Dominion of Oanada. 
They are, as we learn from the recently 
{issued report of the Minister of Agriculture 
of the Oolony, anticipating a steady in- 
creaze in the exportation of stock, owing 
tothe continued ravages of disease in 
England ; andinorder that our require- 
ments may be fully and satisfactorily wet, 
special attention is being deveted to im- 
proving the breed of sheep and securing 
healthy  exportations. | These export- 
ations are now arsuming very large pro~ 
portions ; and the breeding of flocks for 
foreign markets bids fair to become one of 
the leading branches of agriculture in Can- 
ada. Thenumber of sheep shipped to 
Europe during the past yesr was 75,905, 
worth about $500,000, and to the United 
States 233,600, worth in round figures 
$900,000, or altogether a trade of ubout 
$1,400,000 per annum. The Minister on- 
cotrages breeders to improve and increase 
their stocks by quoting from a report by 
Mr, John Dyke, the agent of the Dominion 
Government at Liverpool, to the effect that, 
owing to wot seasons, the British farmer 
has had » fearful diseaso to contend with 
{n his flocks, the loss feom which was, dur 
{og 1882. calculated to be 9 per cent. Ad 
ded to this is the deficiency of lambs, aud 
taking 7 per cent. of the sheep which died 
a4 breeding ewes, it would imply a defici 
ency of 2,400,000 lambs, or a total decrease 
{no the British flocks of 5,260,000. Under 
these circumstances, it is assumed that not 

only for next year, but for many years to 
come, the prospects for sheep farming in 
the Dominion are exceedingly good. Breed- 
ors, however, are reminded that for the 
English market, only fat sheep are requir. 
od, and that Usanadian farmers would find 
it yery much to their advantage to change, 
ton very large oxtent, if not altogether, 
the present long-woolled varicties for the 
shorter wools of medium fineness, such as 
the Shropshire and other Downs or Ohovi- 
ots. Short wools are yory readily market- 
able at high prices, while the roverso is tho 
{aot as respects long wools, for the reason 
that the long wool is not adapted to the 
present process of manufacturing. For 
sale in the market also, as mutton, the 
Downs’ varieties are preferred. Farmers, 
for these reasons, aro aasurod that it will 
be vory greatly to their advantage to make 
the change suggested. This report is not 
without its consolatory sido to the English 
consumer, who can regard with more 
complacency the diminution of our flocks 
at home in presence of the Prospect of an

Canadian Indians, 


CONGRATULATING THE DOMINION ON HER IN-— 
DIAN ADMINISTRATION, 


New York, June 1.—The Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Herald makes the fol- 
lowing flattering comparisons on the above 
subject :—Roference has frequontly been 
mais to the per capita cost of maintaining 
the Indian popylation of Canada as com- 
pared with the Indians of the United 
States. [tis statedthat there are about 
60,000 Indians in the United States living 
on reservations, who cost the country $10,- 
000,000 annually,and the sum is increasing 
yearly. The total Indian population of the 
Dominion is 110,505, of whom 37,044 are 
in the North-west, and 35,052 in British 
Columbia. The North-west [odiana cor- 
respond in their habits and characteristics 
to those of the United States, yet Oanada 
manages them, clothes, feeds, educates 
aud trains them in industrial purauits 
for about $1,300,000 annually. That js 
to say, the Canadian Indian population 
costs the Government $35 a year per head, 
while that of the United States costs $160 
per head, apart from the expense-of wili- 
tary and police seryeillance, which is in- 
finitely less in Canada. The oxplanation 
of this difference in cost will be found in the 
radical distinction between the Indian poll- 
civa of the two countries.

A comparatively now 
industry id Fringe Edward Island is the pre- 
paration of whst‘is called boneless fish, the 
bones, of course, having been remaved by 
hand, and the Hesh outin stcipsand sa'tei, 
Other products in the same row of cases are 
Canadian salmon, and tront smokcd over 
buraed pawdust ; t_e dried eound of sturgeon, 
ood and hake, principally sent to Boston, in 
Masarchusete, to bs made into ‘singlras ; 
and some specimens from British Columbis of 
very muoh dried ealmon and dricd cockles 
ourcd by the Indiars, 

Among the delsyed oxhibits from Biit'sh 
Columbia, which only arrived yesterdsy at 
South Kensington, is a eet of photographs to 
illustrate the fishetler, taken by Girection of 
the Governor-General when he paida visit 
pot long ago to the Pacifio. shores,. Une of 
these photograpbs shows how numerous the 
salmon are at cortaio times of the year Jn the 
streams of British Columbia, for tho camera 
hes been so placed that the salmon can be 
seon inthe water thick as minnows. Two 
little tin boxes, such as are used for packing 
sardines, contain a fish which comes with a 
special recommendatory note of intrcduction 
to medical men, It {scalled the Oolahsn, 
and what kind of fish it’ is can be seen from 
some specimens cured by Indians. Those in 
the tins, however, ere not ourcd but simpl 
packed in oi! obtained from their own kind, 
and they form, itis said, an excellent a:ticle 
of diet as asubstituts for or in addition to 
cod liver oil. 

This is not the only ourioalty sent by British 
Columbia. In a large bottle pleced with the 
series of specimens of fish, crastcoes, mollusks, 
eto,, preserved in spirits,and lent by Professor 
Honeymen, are several very long whip like 
bodies. These,which are called stick-fish, are 
not true fish, but the wriclia Blakeii, of which 
the white, elastio, invertebrate skeleton, about 
as thick and quite as supple es the top pleces 
of a good trout r°3; may be seen in another 
case, Professor Honeymen’s colleotien of 
beautifully pre; specimens includes entoza 
from different kinds of fish. The ship worm 
(ténedo navalis) with a plece of wood to show 
the ravages ho makes in timber; the lcss 
but still destructive, tiny,,wood-boring orus- 
tacean (limnorea lerebrans): and (in a ledge 
of the trophy whioh illustrates various pha>es 
of the Canadian fisheries) a specimen of the 
wea mouse about G4in. in length A _ pretty 
aud naturally colored imitation of a beaver 
house, made and lent by Major General C. 
Hardy, will repay study. 

At the end of the court are some very ole- 
verly stuffei and mounted birds that live on 
or eat fish, including northern divers, loons, 
ganvet, the ,racefal white heron, the osprey 
or fish hawk near, waiting, according to bis 
habit, to oa ry off the fich whioh tho osprey 
has just oaught. Among the four-footed 
enemies of the tish there are showa the otter, 
mink, muskrat, eto., end eround tho wal!sa 
remarkably fine collec ion of stuffed fish, Io 
aoare by itself isa complote and carefully 
mounted skeleton of a fish with as many 
ailasesxaen Old Bailey orim'nel, for he is 
known as the béllows firb, the goose fish, the 
sea toad, the sea devil, rod, perbaps, mest 
appropriately, tho cngler tish— this last 
sobriquet indicating his habit of, getting somo- 
thing bright to.sorve as bait.on the slonder 
floxiblo rod which rises upright from its head 
and ly!ng hidden in tho mud until.an uawary 
fish comes near enough to be seizedat a 
apring, These are only » fowof the very many 
objoots illustrating the natural bistory of the 
subject and its commerciel and {industrial 
bearings. There are, for exemplo, samples of 
fish oi's uaed in modioine, for leather dress- 
ing, end other purposes ; there are speolmons 
and modols of the hooks, lines, net, baits. and 
gosruscd inthe several fisheries, and fally 
fitted-op boats, polished basswood canoes, 
toboygens or ice-aleda,,and refrigerators in 
whioh may be sven, still freah and Ja perfect 
condition,» huge halibut, weighing 465 pounda, 
caught in April off Nova Scotia,and othor fish 
that have boen frozen since June, Jest yoar.

PREHISTORIC REMAINS IN NORTH 
EPPCAROLINA. . 
The archwologists “of North Oaroliva 
have found some interesting remains of the 
ancient inhabitants of this continent in some 
sepulchral mounds lately-opened, In one 
mound they found 16 skeletons, one in the 
centre in an uprightpésition and the others 
around it in w sitting postire, The graves 
were built of. small stones, in a conical 
shape, arcliéd over; and closed at the top. 
In another mound were found ten skeletons, 
and ina third-no less than fifty-five had 
been interred ¢ ether. With them were 
found several engraved shells, some of them 
filled with beads of various sizes, bead 
necklaces, ooppér ear rings and breastplates, 
implementa of “hammered iron, stone axes, 
polished celts, ‘eteatite pipes, copper arrow- 
heads, plates of mica, &c. — Professor Cyrus 
Thomas is preparing’ a map shewing the 
distribution of mounds-over the territory 
of the United States, under the direation of 
the Bureau of Ethnology at Washington.

When we met here last we 
were olad in our furs and ulsters, seoking the 
coal grate witb the thermometer below zero, 
while to-day {o our summer habiliments with 
the thormometer Foglatoring 75° we find 
oursolyés more comfortable in the shade, 
Then the earth was wrapped in a robe of 
white, and to day itis olad ina mantle of 
green, Then tho bleak winds of winter wore 
whirling and piling in heaps the drifting snow, 
while to-day we are enjoylog the genial sun- 
shine and balmy atmosphere ofsummer, The 
farmer has passed through the busy season of 
preparing the ground and soattering the scod, 
which under the warming rays of the sua and 
gentle showers has eprupg up giving promise 
of an abundant harvest. : 

Optario has passod through the excitement 
of a general election, and the Dominion end 
Provinolal ParHaments have been in session, 
and have placed laws on the statuto books, 
which, we trust, will result in the welfare of 
our growlng Dominion, 

We have entered upon tho Jane Session, 
doubtless the most important one in the year, 
and under auspicious circumstances as regards 
County matters, Reports come to us from 
every partof the County, that the gravel 
roads were never ina better stateata oor- 
responding time of the year than they are vt 
present, Owing to the nousual quantity of 
soow which had fallen during the winter, and 
the lateness of the season when it commenced 
to melt away, it was feared that serious dam- 
age would be done to the County bridges on 
the Trent and Moira river, I am pleased to 
inform you that in so far as I know no bridges 
have been carried away by the bio freshet, 
and only two have been damaged to any oon: 
siderable extent, When the water was at its 
height, the County Surveyor reported to me 
that the plors of Frankford and O'Brien's 
Bridges had been disturbed, and that they 
were in danger of being swept away. I in- 
structed him to take immediate stops for the 
safety of the bridges, but to delay any repairs 
until the abatement of the water, if the work 
conld then be done to better advantage, and 
at a saving of expense to the County. In the 
mean time I wrote a letter to Mcesra, Gilmour 
& Co. and H. B, Rathbun & Son, calling at- 
tention to the dangerous state of these bridges 
and most respectfully requesting them to in- 
atruot their men to use the utmost care when 
passing their drives through these and all other 


moat exposed. Messrs Gilmour & Co. at once 
replied that ‘‘they had brought the matter to 
the notice of their Foreman, who had promised 
them to take every precaution possible in or- 
der that damage might not be done to County 
property.” J received no reply from H. B. 
Rathbun & Son; but I feel confident that 
they have an equal interest in the protection 
of the County bridges, and doubtless gavo 
similar instructions to their men. 

A resolution was passed at the January ses- 
sion, that when the chairman of the Gravel 
Roads Committee and Superintendent of 
Gravel Roads made their tour of inspection 
this season, the County Surveyor and Reeve 
of Deseronto were directed to accompany them 
and examine all the large bridges in the’ nine 
front townehips, and report at this scesion, 
giving length of span, number of piera and 
date of crection, reporting on those soon ro- 
for iron bridges, This quartette of county 
and their report will doubtless contain valu- 
able information with respect to roads and 
bridges, espeolally the latter. 

Among other items of business that will 
come before you during the session, will bo 
the ‘Trevt affair,” which I trust will not 
prove as difficult of settloment as that between 
England and the United States, during 
the late American rebellion, Since the Janu- 
ary meeting the Town of Trenton has taken

There 
being no By-law giving power to the Warden 
to appoint an arbitrator it could be done only 
ata mecting of the County Council; and in 
view of the near June session, [ deemed it 
lnoxpedient to call a special meeting at a cost 
to the County say of $200, and at a season of 
the year when it would have been inconvenient 
for members to leaye their farms, ~~ 

The Committee appointed at the session in 
November last for the oconsdlidation of the 
Conuty By-laws bave,I understand,completed 
their work, and will sanbmit their report 
during the session. These By-laws, as oon- 
solidated, will require to be reenacted by this 
Council, and will I feel assured be foucd very 
convenient for future reference and a saving 
to the County in pr nting,the Committee hav, 
ing eliminated a larye number of the old By- 
laws that had expired and others that had 
been superseded by legislation. 

The County Surveyor, Gravel Road Commit- 
tee, and Committee in Public Acoounts, will 
submit their reports in due courss, Th» esti- 
mates and expenditure, the equalization of 
the sasexsments and finally the auditing of 
the last year’s accounts, in’ addition to other 
items of business will demend attention, The 
business of the June session, always heavy, iw 
unusually so for this sesston, and to complete 
the work ou Friday.which we hope to do,+ill 
require application to the work with all the 
time employed.

The fo'lowing wore presonted and read : 

From tho Inspector of Prisons rogarding 
pauper lunatics, Application he asid should 
bo first mate and granted, before luaatios 
could be received iato the asylums. 

From the Department of Kducation trans. 
mittlog a copy of tho regulations rogardiog 
third olass cortificates, 

Krom N. 8, Apploby rogarding the now 
provisions in the School Law boaring on third 
class certificates, 

From the Dircotors of the Mechanics’ In- 
atitate tenderiog the priyiloges of the Inati- 
tute to the membors of tho council during the 
boasion, 

From the Hastings Riflo Assoolation aking 
for a grant of $100, to put their ranges In or. 
der for thelr annual matches, 

From J, C. Jarman and other of Duangan- 
non asking that a By-law to ostablfsh aa an- 
nual fair at L’Amable be prssod. 

From Peter Vanklook and othors, arking 
that a road be opend betwoon El Dorado and 
Remington station in Madoc, 

From J, A, MoKinnon and others calling 
the attention of the Council tothe state of 
the road between the 4th and 5th concessions 
in Madoo, two miles of which near Connor's 
and Woller’s cornors, they asked to be assum- 
ed by the County. 

Tho above were disposed of in the usual 
manner, 

On tho suggestion of Mr, Pearce, the Clerk 
read tho names of the Committee appointed 
to confor with the authorities of the Central 
Oatario Railway, in regard tothe crossings 
made by that corporation across the roads of 
the county, 

Mr, MoMallen was heard, He expressed a 
desire to deal amicably with the county and 
wishod as little oxponse'as possible created in 
tho adjastmeat of the matter in dispute, Ono 
di ffivulty was experienced at Chisholm’sR apids 
where the track orosses the road twice, Were 
the county to build a new road there he said 
the company would assume a portion of tho 
expense. At Baonookburn a similar state of 
thiogs ox'sted and ho wa} prepared to act as 
in the other caso, Ho trusted that a commit- 
tee would be sppolated who, with the railway 
authorities oould act on and adjust the difi- 
culties complained of. 

Mr. Ayleworth said the Council should 
moot the railway in a fair spirit and if a com- 
mittee was appointed the end desired migh’ 
be achieved, The law stipulated that the 
rallway should keep thoir bridges and orosa- 
ings in repair and in the case of the Bannook- 
burn crossing the company should be liberal. 

Mr. Wilmot said if a new road were . built 
at Chisholm’s Rapids the right of way would 
haveto bs purchased and he thouyht the 
railway should bear such expensé. 

Me: Ka h said with regard to the Ban- 
nockburn orossing that the right of way there 
could probably be had by giving the old road 
allowance in exchange for a new one, 

Mr, Aylaworth said if a Committeo of the 
Council and the railway people met on the 
grounds the matter might be readily settlod. 

Mr. Mo(Gregor gave notice of a By-law to 
amend a By-law passed by the Township of 
Wollaston diverting a road in the 8th Oon. of 
that township.

GREAT REDUCTION BY THE QO, P. R,—THE U. 
5S, LINES COMPELLED TO FOLLOW. 


A despatch from St, Paul, Minn., of the 
28th May rays :—The officers of the Mani- 
toba road express aurprise at the quotation 
of the road’sstock in the New York mar- 
ket. They deny absolutely that any rate 
war with the Oanadian Pacific ts probable, 
and say the reduction in rates was only 
made.to. meet those of the former road. 
The Canadian Pacific yave them notice 
of its reduction in consequence of the 
opening of the Thunder Bay branch, and 
the Manitoba reduced simply to compete 
in a legitimate manner for Winnipeg 
traffic, The reductions. were great, but 
had to be so because the Osnadian Pacific, 
in consequence of its long water route, 
could carry freight at a much cheaper rate. 
Tho decrease in earnings is occasioned, they 
say, not by any falling off of business, but 
because the comparisyns made are made 
with the heaviest months of Jast year. 
Business was then partioularly heavy be- 
cause of the accumulation of Winnipeg 
freight between St. Paul and Chicago, and 
between St. Paul and St. Vincent, in con 
sequence of the heavy snow blockade and 
bad washouts of lsst year.

The World says that the trouble between

Mr, Pearce gaye notice of a By-law for the 
equal'zation of the assessment.

Committee ros-, roporied and neked leave

Mr, Ashley moved that the opinion of the 
Sohtoitor be obtained in order that the duties 
and privileges of Jumbermen might be arcor- 
tained. The mover complained that jam 
were allowé! to occar.at Vatious places, bridgas 
wore injured by them and ‘crops damaged. 

Mr. Aylsworth c’aimed*that the drives 
were well handled, and managed by nin of 
experience, He dii not think a general opin- 
ion on euch a matter would be asafe guide in 
such acase, ‘Phe motion would ihour oxpense 
for which we would pet bat little value, 

Mr, Ashley complajaed that the drives 
were injudiciously handled and the farmers 
in a portion of Thurlow wers complaining oa 
acoount of the damage whioh resulted, In 
the vicinity of Fairfield’s bridge there was a 
jam which made the water rise to considerable 

eight. Its wasno more than fair that the 
farmera should know how far their privileges 
extended and what remedy could be obtained. 
There may be some excuse for a small jam

Council went iato Committee of the Whole, 
on Roads and Bridges—Mr. Ashley in the 
ohair, 

The report of the Oounty Surveyor was 
taken up. 

The items ordered at the last session wore 
approved of, and repaira ordered to O'Brien's 
Frankford, Koating’s, Bogart’s and Rapert’s 
bridges, and also needed work to be oxecuted 
ov other minor bridges and thelr approaches 
The piers for an iron bridge were’ ordered to 
be built at Milltown and several covered,two 
at Stooo, Gordon’s, and that at Chisholm’s 
Rapids. 

The County Surveyor was instructed to ro-

Reteg's Creek, ; 

On reading the petitions for grants to roads,

We learn on reliable authority that it 
has beon decided to postpone the annual 
drill of the yolunteors of Military District 
No. 3 until antumn,and that the camp will 
then be held at Niagara. ‘The rosson for 
this postponement is underatood to be. the 
difficulty of procuring transportation by 
wator for the troops from Kingston st this 
season. 

This arrangemont is very objectionatle 
to thelodal odrps, for the following reneone :

We cannot but think that the military 
authorities have, to all seeming, treated 
Belleville shabbily in this matter. Kings- 
ton, Picton and Oobourg have in turn 
enjoyed the advantages of the camp, and as 
the site offered here was acceptable, we 
cannot imagine why the camp has been 
located Gutside of the district, at a place 
so distant as Niagara, An explanation on 
this point is very much to be desired,

| Oppositivn in the M B.Churcn, 


Serious chorges against Bishop 
| Carman and Others, 


(From the Christian Guardian ) 
Considerable opposition has been atirred 
up during the past fow woe ke in the Motho 
dint Epiec pal Church ranks,ovor the Basis 
ot Union. Lo addition to the protost of Dr. 
Wobator and othors, a mooting of ministers 
and mombora of tho M, E, Church was hold 
rooontly at Glencoe to consider the Basis. 
A resolution was passed disapproving of 
tho course of actlon takon by Bishop Oar 
man inthe Union movement, They ‘‘resolv- 
od that no minister or momber of the M.E, 
Oburch is bound by any moral or religious 
obligation or law of tho Church to follow the 
decisions of Dr. Carman, or the illegal 
actions of the General Conference,” 
Sevoral startling statoments wore mado 
| by Dr. Wobster, who said that ho had fore- 
soon these evils for years, Tho reckless 
manner in which business has been managed 
has driven De. Uarman aud those associated 


with him in management, into Union, in 
the hope to cover thelr prodigality ; that 
years ogo ho had admonished Dr, Carman 
in respect to involving the Ohurch into 
debts for unnecessary costly churches, and 
other expensive inatitutions, Dr, Carman 
replied, We intend to push it through. 
Ho (Dr. Webster) said that some of the 
dobtsa of the M. E. Oburch are as follows ; 
Missionary Society, $21,000 ; Albert 
Uollege, $28,000 ; Alma College, 330,000, 
with additional $20,000 for which 
ministers aro obligated. If any leader of 
our civil Goverbment had practiced the 
samo extravagance he would be turned out 
of office. The original sanction of aid to 
Alma Oollege by the Oonference was $19,- 
000, the institution not to exceed $20,000 
in cost. Dr, Oarman: and the Board 
had taken the privilege to expend $91,- 
000 in the erection and furnishing of 
that Oollege. Tho managers of Albert 
Oolloge, with Dr, Oarman at their head, 
have Invested $13,000 of the endowment 
fund as stock in the Hastings Loan So 
clety, of which society many of the Buard 
are stockholders,and when they mortgaged 
the college and premises to this Loan So. 
ciety for $20,000, gave collateral security for 
this ssme $20,000 on the $13,000 of cash 
inveated in this Society. He felt confident 
that the Canada Methodists will not accept 
Union under such clroumstances when the 
facts are known. 

A leading layman said: ‘‘ The leaders 
of our church have sold the-church by in- 
volving it into debt,and now they are ready 
to make the assignmont to any party who 
will pay the bills.”

Lanp Patents.—The new method of 
issuing land patents will come into force 
on the first of July. At present when an 
application is made for a patent, it has to 
be sont to the Department of the Interior ; 
from that to the Secretary of Stato Depart- 
ment, passing through the hands of various 
officials, and the applicant is not unfre- 
quently from twelve to eighteen months 
before he receives the document, and is 
upon that account put to no small incon- 
veniouce. When the new system comes 
into operation, the Department of the In- 
terior will have authority to deal entirely 
with the matter, thus saving considerable 
delay. The change is a beneficial one to 
settlers in Manitoba and the Northwest.

it had been reported to the Oouaty Oounoill 
that Trenton had appointed a Oommittee 
to arrango the details of a settlement and 
that a Committee should be named by the 
Council io ita behalf, This had beon done 
and he was glad to see 80 many present. Lo 
conclusion he hoped the results of the 
meeting would be beneficial to all parties 
interested, 

On motion Mr, 
Chairman, 

The Chairman stated that he had not 
prepared any statisticsto present to the 
meeting. He hoped for o friendly dis- 
cussion of the subject and that an amicable 
settlement oould bo arrived at, The moat 
important work of the Oounty Oouncil had 
been gone over ; the equalization had been 
passed, and with the oxoeption of a slight 
reduction, $46,000, made to Sidney and 
Huntingdon it was the same as that of last 
year. He was sorry that Tronton wished 
to separate ‘from the Oounty but oould 
not complain of the action taken by that 
town, Ho trusted an equitable settlomont 
would be made and hoped Trenton would 
continue to prosper even if it did soparate. 

Dr, Moran, Mayor of Trenton, said the 
soheme of separation had been almost 
unanimously carried by the people of his 
town. Tho best scheme, he thought, was 
that laid down in the statute. 1 

The Obairman said the way to settle was 
to make an attempt to settle, He asked if 
Trenton would offer to present a propoal- 
tion under the statute. How much, he 
asked, will Trenton pay towards the main- 
tonance of the expenses of the county pris- 
on, the registry office, &o. 

Mr. Richardson said it was firat neces- 
sary to decide how much Trenton should 
pay towards the administration of justice. 
He thought the registry office was self sup- 
porting. ; 

The Chairman said improvements in that 
oftice had been made ; it was necessary to 
enlarge it, and books had to be provided 
for it. 

Mr. Richardson said any public and ne- 
cessary expense would be equally borne by 
the town. 

Mr. Wills said the registry office was not 
self-supporting, for fees went to Trenton 
to the amount of $70 or $80 a year. 

Mr. Orr, of Trenton, was at this junc« 
ture appointed Seoretary of the Joint Oom- 
mittee. 

The legal phases of the question as laid 
down in the statute, were thon presented, 
and the first, the expenses in connection 
with the administration of justice, taken 
up. 

Mr. Richardson asked if separation were 
to be accomplished on the basis of equali- 
zation, or population.

Mr. Richardson then moved that a sot- 
th mont be arrived at onthe basis of the 
population in 1871 and 1881 ands moan 
be struck and that Trenton should pay in 
proportion to the ratio of the increase in 
those yoars, 

Mr, Wilmot contended it would be un 
Tair to do that. Trenton, he averred, had 
now extra advantages in the construction 
of tho Murray Oasnal and Ontario Oentral 
Railway. 

Tho discussion hero dropped temporarily 
and each Committee helda private consul- 
tation. 

On resuming, the Chairman said he did 
not think it possible for his Committee to 
make a recommendation for settlement on 
the basis proposed by Mr, Rithardson with- 
out knowing definitely what was meant. A 
lump sum might be named for the adminia- 
tration of justice or Trenton’s share of the 
debt. His Committe was willing to take 
$800 from Tronton for administration of 
justice and the rogistry office, - 


On hearing this Mr. Richardson proposed 
an adjournment sine die and would look to 
arbitration. He made a resolution in ac- 
cordance with those remarks, Subsequont- 
ly, however, he proposed to give $500 

After further talk it was decided te 
adjourn for a week and the conference then 
closed,

Discourse by Rey. T. De Witt Tal-+ 
mage. 


The Sword Sheathed in # lowers. 


“The Lord of Hosts is His name,”—Isaiah, 
xlvii, 3. 

Under the God of armies we assemble to} 
day. Hehas mingled in all the yreat fights 
of the ages, He was present at the awful 
hemorrhages of, the world, Marathon, and 
Salamis,and Nayarre,and Chalons,and Canna, 
and Sedan, and Waterloo, and Gettysburg, 
He sawall the armics march, and knows 
where they fell, He presides over national 
cemetorios and grave trenches, aud not a pri: 
vate soldier in all the centuries was sacrificed 
but God’ knows where is dust fs as plainly as 
though ho had bees covered by a mountain of 
Sern gloritied from base to top with epitaph 
and ceulogium ; over all the armies of the liy- 
ing, over all the armies of the dead. ‘‘ The 
Lord of Hosts is Hie name” Ia this spring- 
time the nation kneels and with cool bandsge 
of garlands binds up the wounda of battle, 
As the ages go by war becomes more and 
more destructive I do not now refer to the 
greator destructiveness of its weaponry, but 
to the fact that the most of those who fall in 
battle now aro of the better classes of the na: 
tions, while those who fell in other days wore 
for the most part the worst classes of the na- 
tions, Mr. Blant {in 1717, in his book entitled 
Institutions of Military Law,ives his opinion 
of the Kuropeans armivs of that day when he 
asys: ‘‘Iftho infamons men and all the 
orminals, and all.the atheists and outlaws, 
and ali the dastardly poople were weeded out 
of the armies of Earope, there would not be 
much left,” Flo ging and poor’ pay made 
them still, more Ie le, Officsra were. ap- 
pointed to compel them to drink their ration 
of one pint of apirita aday, There wero noble 
mon in battlé in those centuries, bus the moral 
obarddter of the armies of the olden timo was 
ninoty-five por cont, worse than thb ‘moral 
character of the armies of modern times, By 
so muoh is war now more tobe deplored, 
bocatieo it takes the pioked men ot the nations 
In thiv gtoat‘national observancy, last woek 
at the South ard this week atthe North, the 
nation has recorded and will record the havoe 


of battle. You have oply just to glance at 
the history of the world to get your illustra. 
tlons. hon Napoleon marched up to Mos- 


cow, for 160 miles he destroyed every house 
and overy harm Our Revolutionary war cost 
tho Koglich Govérnment $68,000,000. In 
twonty-two years ending about 1820 there 
wore exponded in war $15,000,000,000. About 
that time tho estimate was mado that in 
the history of tho world there had boon 


expounded $35,000,000,000. But all that 
cyphoring was dono before our  groat 
European and American wars had beon 
plunged. Ever and anon as a nation wo 


go into a discussion of the heavy taxes, and 
wo asoribo it to this admintfstration or that 
administration, this line of policy or that line 
of policy, whon tho simplo fact ie wo aro now 
paylog for the ambulanoos, for tho yravo 
tronohos, for the oxplodod fortrossos, for the 
hospitals, for four years of national martyr.

ono battle of Julius Cw iar 400,000 wore slain,

tho tears. Knough the blood, Eaough the 
partings. Enough tho agony. Enough tho 
martyrdom. 


The nation also in thase decorative obsery- 
4ncos proposes to odacat» the now gonoration, 
and impress thom with facts that they would 
not othorwise be improssod with. You sub- 
tract 1564 or 1865, when the war ended, from 
1833~— sabtract 1865 from 1883, and then you 
will got an iatimation of what vast maltitades 
toust havo beon born alnoo tho war closed, and 
how many pooplo must have bien so young at 
the time of tho war they had no spprociatton 
of ite:horrors,, There is not a porvon'in this 
house to-day ander 26 yoars of ago, who haw 
any appreciation of what we went through, 
Young man, do you romomber it?) You aay: 
“I dimly romember that my mother swooned 
away while roading & newspaper, and I have a 
dim remombrande of my father’s body havin 
been brought home wrapped in a flag, an 
then I remembor a great many people came 
thero and prayod, aud then my mother got 
woaker and weaker, and after a while thore 
were more people fo the house to pray, Thoy 
told me ‘sho was dead.”’ But thore aro hua 
drods, perhaps thousands, in this house to-day 
who do not remember the roll of a dram or 
the tramp of a regiment, or a sigh or a tear, 
of that tornado of woe that swept over this 
land uaotil thore was one dead in every housa 
Four years of bloodshed, four years of Part- 
ing, four yeara of coffina and hearses and dirges:

the private aoldiers, Waitin, tor nows. A 
fow days afterwards a waggon going through 
the streets of the town with a load of 
wounded, but no news from out boy. ‘Aftera 
while the paper. comes with a long list of the 
wounded, louy list of the dead, long list of the 
missing, and in that last list our 9 4 Mis- 
sing! Woore missing? By what strean? 
lo what woods?) Washoe hart when he was 
missing? Missing! Ob, the strain was too 
much for soma! ‘That wife's brain gave way, 
and ever since she has been walking the floor 
of the asylum, orlooktug out the front win- 
dow ot the path as thoxgt she expected somo 
one to eome up the path, aod up the stairs, 
and soliloquiziug month after monthand year 
after year: ‘' Missing, missing, misslog !”’ 
What madoit all the worse was,it might have 
been avoided, There was no more reason that 
that war should’ ocour than I should this 
minute drive adagger through your heart.

Christian philanthropists at ‘the 
North and the South said: *‘Let the North 
pay a certain amount of money for the free- 
dom of the slaves, and thon let the South sell 
out.” The North replied: ‘*I won't give a 
cent.” Tho South gaid; ‘‘I won't sell out,” 
The battle opened. The Nort paid more for 
carrying on’ the\war than would have bought 
all the slaves, and the South had to give up 
slavery anyhow, It would have beon better 
for the North to have paid a certain amount 
of money and sayed 500,000 brave mea, dad 
for the South to have sold out her slavery 
and saved her 500,000 braye mon, 1 swear 
you to-day by tho graves of your fathers and 
brothers and sons to an intenser hatred for the 
champion curse of the univorse—war, May 
the hot bolts of God’s omnipotent wrath 
atriko it down, Imprisonit in the deopast 
duogeon of the eternal penitentiary.

The Canada Pacific. 


INTERVIEW WITH MR, VAN HORNE, MANAGER 
OF THE ROAD, 


Mr. W. O. Van Horne, Gonoral Manager 
of the Canadian Paclfio railway, arrived at 
Toronto on Wednesday morning from the 
North-west, and in the course of his inter- 
viow stated that the work of construction 
on the Canadian Pacitic Railway was pros 
gressing very favorably. In speaking of 
the recent strike at the end of the track, he 
said it did not amount to anything, else 
he would have received word direct from 
that point. There were a great many 
gangs at work,and thore was a strike among 
some one of them about every two or three 
days, Assoonas the Ontario & Quebeo 
railway {a completed the Oanadian Pacilic 
Railway will have a connection with Ohio- 
ago from Montreal by the Michigan Oen- 
tral, Canada Southern, and Oredit Valley 
railways. When asked if the Canadian 
Pacific Company intended to make a: ocon- 
nection with Toronto from their main line 
on the north, he said they had done noth- 
iog in the mattor as yet that could be made 
public. He understood that the pro. 


posed new railway from Gravenhurst to 
Ualleuder was to be run as an independent 


road, The tendency, however, was to have 
large systems of railway. He thought this 
was best, as there would then be a _ better 
service. Regarding the new steamers which 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Oompany 
intended to run between Algoma and Port 
Arthur, Mr. Van Horne said they are now 
being constructed in the Old Oountry. 
The hulls and machinery will be built there 
and brought to Canada in the fall, where 
the upper worka will be built. The boats 
will be running next season. He thought 
it was not advisable to haye connection 
between Winnipeg and Chicago, as it was 
the intention of the company to have all 
traflic go over their own main lines. 


Dangers of Diving. 


Two cases of rupture of the drum of the 
ear caused by diving have come under treat- 
ment at one of the Philadelphia hospitals. 
The explanation of these cases is that the 
water, forcibly impinging upon the column 
of air in the external auditory meatus, sud- 
denly increases its pressure upon the mem- 
brane, while the normal pressure on the in- 
sideremains unchanged; theEustachiantube 
perinits the air toescape from the middle,and 
thus there ia no resistance given to the 
internal column of air, and the internal 
force of resistance being suddenly exceeded 
by the external impinging force, rupture 
ensues, To preyent this when diving the 
pressure from the membrane from without 
should be compensated for by an equal 
resisting preesure from within ; that is, a 
full inspiratton should be taken prior to 
diving, the mouth being kept sbut, and to 
prevent the escape of air by the nose the 
posterior nares to be closed by elevating the 
soft palate, 


Masirosa Finances.—The Public <Ao- 
couuts were tabled on Wednesday in the 
Provincial Legislature. The receipts from 
all sources, including the Dominion subsidy 
of $223,550 81, amount to $259,635.17. 
The expenditure for the same period was 
$325,592.14, Tho heaviest items of ex- 
penditure were for the administration of 
justice, $28,266.56 ; legislation, $22,876.56 ; 
education, $22,645.62 ; now court-house

Weight of Men and Women. 


Tho average weight of 20.000 men and 
women weighed at Boston in 1864 was :— 
Men, 1414 pounds ; women, 1244 pounds. 
At the recent Oincinnati Industrial Expo- 
nition, the Department of Science and 
Educational Appliance detailed a clerk to 
reoord the weights of Western men and 
women, The number weighed was 22,115, 
and the total weight was 3,072,306 pounds. 
The men weighed numbered 7,467, weighing 
1,150,108 pounds. The women weighed 
numbered 14,668, weighing 1,922,198 
pounds, The average weight of each man 
was 154.02, The average welght of each 
woman was 130 87. The average weight of 
14] men from Ohio was 157.38 ; the ayerage 
weight of 179 women was 133.26. The ayer- 
age weight of 124 men from Southern 
Indiana and Ullinois was 15852 pounds, 
The average weight of 114 men from hen- 
tucky was 158.82 pounds; the average 
woight of 188 women was 133 76.

Alcohol a Cause of Pneumonia 


Tho great prevalence of pneumonia ro- 
cently in this city and vicinity has been 
the subject of much solicitude and of con- 
siderable comment in the public jounals. 
Tho New York Herald interviewed several 
woll-known physicians in relation to it. Dr. 
William A. Hammond, by way of a public 
precaution, said to the Herald representa- 
tive; ‘I would advise people to abstain 
from aloohol, eapecially in this damp wea: 
ther, for muoh drinking predisposes to 
pnoumonia.” He adds: ‘*1 have known 
the case of a public man who died from this 
diseaso, but tho disease had the breach 
opened for it by his indulgence in aloohol.”’ 
Dr. Alfred L, Loomis also mentions drink 
ing os among tho producing causes of 
pnoumonia, While no one would,of course, 
assume that total abatinonce from alcoholic 
liquors would insure exemption from 
pneumonia, the medical testimony wo havo 
quoted from influential sources indicates 
plainly onough that tho avoidance of alco- 
holic poison on tho part of total abstainors 
is atthe sametime to avoid ono of the 
existing and predisposing causos of an 
Insidious, dangerous disease,— Watchman 
Temperance Advocate.

_ The cry that the debt of the Dominion is 
{noreasing more rapidly than is warranted 
by our resources, is often raised, says an 
exchange. That the debt has necessarily 
dncressed with the devl.pment of the 
country and the erection and extension of 
importaut public works cannot be denied, 
but » comparison of our financial position 
with that of other countries, shows clearly 
_ that we have nuthing to complain of in this 
Fespect. Take, for example, New Zealand. It 
has's population of about half a million and 
& net public debt of £27,500,000 or about 
$137,500,000, while Canada with a popula 
tion of four and a half millions, has a debt 
of $153,600,000. That is to asy the debt of 
New Zealand ia $275 per capita,and that of 
the Dominion,$34 per capita. hen, as to 
the annual taxation ; the people of Now 
Zealand pay about $1225 a head, and 
those of Osnada $475 per head. The

of Orown Lands, railways, otc, are 


“s>velued at $105,000,000, while those of 


 Oanada aro worth, at least, ten times that 
_ sum. Yet New Zealand is not an impover- 
ished country.

The Late Dairy Markets. 


(From the Utica Herald.) 

The cheore market has taken exectly the 
tarn during the past week which was antici 
pated in these columns a week ago,aud closed 
uy rather heavy at Ll4o,, bat without any 
great amount of atook carried over, The writer 
was in New York the latter part of the week, 
and had opportunity to talk with shippers as 
woll as buyers. While the latter are congratu- 
lating themselves that stock is so well cleaned 
up, the shippors are inclined to fool a little 
blue, aud to regard the situationas at loast a 
doubtful one for them, They claim that much 
of the cheers sont abroad had not beéa ordered, 
but has gone forward on a speculative basis ; 
ani as it will be about two weeks before it can 
come into the English markét, during which 
time prices will naturally be declining horo, 
thero aro sommowhat anxions concerning the 
result of their vontures, Bosides,the statistics 
of the trade show that about 3) per cent. more 
che 8) was oxported from America last week 
than for the corresponding week last ear, 
when prices were 40 lower, The English make 
igalso incroasing. Grain has beeo such a failure 
for two or three yearain England that a good 
deal of Jand has been seeded down to grass 
aod the farmers have gone more largely into 
dairying. A larger make of oheoae is aleo 
suticipated in this country, than we had lest 
yoar. All of these arguments combino to 
make both deslors and shippors look fora 
lower market than last season, Just at pre- 
sont the hot weather is affecting cheese on the 
road to New York quite seriously, A large 
part of it i+ in poor condition on arriving here: 
but when the cars are opened and the stook 
has stood ovor night in a cooler atmosphere, 
it gonorally comes out better than it promised 
to the day before, Not being made with the 
prospect of having to endure a heated spell, 
itis not strange that the stock should prove 
to be faulty,

Manufacture of Pig Iron. 


HON, MR, FLINT’ SPEECH. 
(From the Official Report.) 

In the Sénate, on May 23rd, 

Hon. Sir Alox. Onmpbell moved the 
second reading of Bill (131) ‘*An Act to 
encourage the manufacture of Pig Iron in 
Oanada from Oanadian ore.” 

Hon, Mr, Filnt—I am glad to know that 
the Government have come to the conclus- 
ion to foster an industry which is much 
needed in this country, Thore is no reason 
why we shouldimport our iron when we 
have such extensive and valuable deposits 
of ore in Oanada. Very little can be done 
in any industry without iron, and when we 
take into consideration the vast amount of 
it which is imported in the Dominion we 
should make an effort to manufactue tho 
iron and steel that we require from Oana- 
dian ores, and retain the money which is 
spent for it in this country. It would de- 
velope a now and important industry which 
would give émployment to a number of 
people. 

A few years ago I took up this question 
in the press, and showed plainly that with 
the duty on pig iron at that time, the duty 
ou Osnadian ores going to the United States 
and the duty on coal imported into this 
country—taking everything into coraidera- 
tion, we should beable to work the rith 
ores of this country profitably. However, 
it was difficult tofind anyone who would 
engage in the enterprise, and I had not the 
means to attempt it myself. I have en- 
deavored to impress this view upon various 
persons from time to time,and consequent- 
ly Lam glad to find that the Government 
are moving in theright direction. I look 
upon this as one*branch of the National 
Policy. I think thie measure will have 
the effect of strengthening that policy and 
doing a vast amount of good to the Do- 
minion. It will enable us to keep’ out the 
iron produced in other countries and 
build up a great Industry in Canada. 

It is well known that all through this 
vast northern region we have deposita of 
iron ore of the best description—ores that 
yield 70 to 76 per cent. of pure fron, Why 
should not these be worked} It is true the 
manufacturers in the United States are 
taking them, but it is because they require 
our rich ores to mix with the inferior ores 
of their own country. They would not 
take the products of our mines if they 
could get anything to answer the same 
purpose nearer home. A few years ago 
the late , lamented Sir William Logan 
informed me that our ores were richer than 
those of the mother country,and he express- 
ed the belief that before many years the 
manufacturers in Great Britain would be 
using them to improve the quality of their 
iron. 

I should like to refer now to \a speech 
on the subject of iron which was made by 
the hon. member from Ottawa on the 8th 
of March last. Ho spoke on various items 
connected with the National Policy in ans- 
wer to the hon. member from Niagara, and 
made the following statement :— 

“We find that, in the tariff which was 
passed on Saturday night or Sunday morn- 
ing when it is more fully and better under- 
stood, there is an item which | think will 
very seriously effect the section of country 
from which the hon. gentleman comes. 
They have putin their tariff, a duty of 70 
cents on every ton of ore ; that will kill the 
ore industry of the Trent Valley. A great 
deal of money has been expended on the 
iron mines of that district. They have built 
railways and gone to a considerable ex- 
pense in establishing that industry, but the 
hon. gentleman opposite tells the United 
States, * we will hit you wherever we can.” 

Now, the hon. gentleman was mistaken 
to a certain extent. _ I hold in my hand the 
statements of two prominent iron men,pub- 
lished, not ina Government organ, but'in 
the Bolleville Ontario,a Reform paper, The 
firat is an interview with Mr. Coe, of Ma- 
doo, and is as follows :— 

WHAT A NORTH HASTINGS MINER THINKS. 

Mr. William Coe, of Madoo was inter- 
viewed by our reporter this morning in 
reference to this matter, and was asked, 
**What effect will the increase in the Ameri- 
can tariff have upon the iron trade of North 
Hastings ?” 

“Well,” said, ‘it will have this effect.

It shows 
that people are not afraid to embark in these 
entorprises, notwithstanding the increased 
duty in the United States, 

In the same spsech to which I have al- 
ready referrdd, the hon. member from Ni- 
agare remarked ; 

** Has not the National Policy been a 
stumbling block in the way of the industries 
which help to awell our trade? 

Hon. Mr, Plamb—No. 

Gon, Mr. Soott—The hon.gentlman says 
‘No :” I tell him ho is wrong. 1 Bay the 
lumbor tradé has been oppresded by the 
National Policy. Every plece of woollen 
cloth which the lumberman buys is taxed. 

Hon. Mr. Flint—No. 

Hon. Mr. Scott—Does the hon. gentle- 
man tell me there has been no increase in 
tho prices of woollen and cotton goods | in 
this country / 

Hon. Mr. Flint—No. 

Hon. Mr, Scott—Then I have not read 
the tariff right.” 

I was sincere in saying at that time that 
theré was no Increase in the ptice of cot- 
tons ‘and woollens in this country, and I 
am prepared to prove what I said by facts 
which» cannot be gainsaid.. When I went 
to Belleville I called at a retail store and 
heard a lady from the country pricing cot- 
tons, and I obtained from the merchant the 
throo samples which Inow holdin my 
baud. The retail prices’ for such® goods 
are, 8c., 9c. and 10c/per yard, These 
three qualities will compare favorably with 
any | have seen in former years, and when 
I tdli the House that I have been for 67 
years engaged in buying and selling cotton 
goods, they will admit that I ought to 
know @ little more on the siibject than a 


plece of cotton in his life. Lhave given 
the -retail prices in Belleyille;and the 
Honee can judge whether the poor farmer 
suffers severely from taxation when he can, 
with one dozen of egga buy enough cotton 
to make him a shirt. 

The hon. member from Ottawa sympa- 
thized- with the poor lumberman. Now, I 
can show, if necessary, that the luamberman 
does not pay more for hie woollen goods 
now than he did btfore, I have been en- 
gaged in the lumber trade for years, and I 
have bought as cheap clothes and blankets 
made in this country—in fact,cheaper than 
I eyer bought before the National, Policy 
was adopted, so that the lumberman is not 
burdened with taxation on his woollen 
goods, I notice one company is reported 


on their lumber. That being the case they 
certainly do not need the hon. gentleman’s 
sympathy.

Lle 
fled from the judgemont ofthe House, But 
Mr, Anglin sat in the chair presiding ovec 
a chamber elected to ‘uphold the standard 
of public merality,” knowing that he was 
corrupt; and Mr. Maokenzle knéw it also. 
The Reformers were Reformers until they 
were found out. 


LIVENSE COMMISSIONERS, 


The Globs has raised the point that 
the Dominion License Act is inoperative, 
because under an amendment to the Muni- 
cipal Act, passed in 1879, License Commis- 
sioners are disqualified from being mem- 
bers of Munictpal Councils. Therefore, as 
the Dominion Act provides that Mayors 
and Wardens shall be License Oommission- 
ers, it holds that the law is unworkable, 

We have very little doubt that this 
subject was considered by the framers and 
supporters of “the' Act, and that they did 
not deem it of any importance. The 
Mail traverses the argument of the Oppo- 
sition organ as follows ;—'‘ It is undoubt- 
edly true that the Provinces have exclusive 
control over municipal matters. It is also 
true that the Ontario Legislature was 
within its constitutional authority when it 
framed the amendment to the Municipal 
Act in the session of 1879 by - which 
section 74 of chapter 174 of ‘the 
Revised Statutes of Ontario was changed 
so as to include License Oommission- 
ers among those who are disqualified 
to be members of the Ooungil of any “Mu- 
nicipal Corporation. It is also true . that 
the Warden of a County, who is under the 
General Municipal Act of the province 
either aReeve ora Deputy Reeve, is a 
member of the Qouncil ofa Municipal 
Corporation, Thus far the Globe is atriotly 
accurate, These are points which no one 
will dispute. But after all they do mot: 
bear upon the question of the qualification 
or disqualitication of the Warden of a County 
forthe position of License Commissioner 
under the McOarthy Act. The -Aot dis- 

qualifying the License Commissioners for 
positions aa members of a Municipal Uor- 
poration refers only to such Licensé _Oom- 
missioners as existed when the Act of 1879 

‘as passed andto those who should be 
afterwards sppoloted by the Provincial 
Government. {t-does not refer to such 
License Commissioners as may be appointed 
under the MoOarthy Act. It refers only 
to such officers as could be appointed under 
the Ontario’ Act, In order to make the 
Municipal Act of 1879 apply to Dominion 
License Commissioners « further amond- 
ment of the Proyincial Act is neosssary. 
It is strictly within the power of the On-

LOUK AFTER THE PLUM CROP. 


Now is the time for our fruit-growing 
friends to look after their plum crop. The 
abundant bloesoms have given ample assu- 
Fance that this is guing to be the “ plum 
year.’ But in order to realize the abundant 
harvest of which we have so fair a promise 
and prospect, the embryo fruit must be 
protected from its insect enemies, Fore- 
most among these the weevil (Conotrachelus 
nenuphar) will be on hand to olaim his share, 
too often the lion’s share, of the crop. ‘he 
most effective way of preventing the depre- 
dations of this insidious enemy is to spread 
a sheet under the tree, and if a young ono 
jar smartly the trunk, or if a large one the 
main branches, when the beetles will drop 
on tothesheet. Fold the sheet across, and 
shake the insects into a tin pail with water 
{in it, When you have gone through your 
trees, set the pail ou the stove to boil. The 
insect isa small, hard-shelled, greyish brown 
beetle, with a hump back, and‘a long snout, 
and {s very slow in its movements, To jar 
the trees without injuring them, take an 
old coat, or pair of pants, and stitch them 
together’so as to form a cushion about an 
{noch thick, place this syainat the trunk or 
limb, and strike two or three sharp blows 
with a Wooden niallet, about a pound or a 
pound and a half weight.

EDITORIAL BREVITIES. 


Tho olection of Dr. Gaboury, the Opposi- 
tion candidate for the Quebec Logislature, 
in the Conservative county of Laval, has 
given the Ontarlo Grits ground for hoping 
that Quebeo is turning against the Domin- 
ion and Local Governments, The Montreal 
Witness throws cold water on such ideas by 
saying : 

The Opposition candidate was elocted, but 
this is not a triumph forthe Liberals, Tho can- 
didates were both Cooservatives, but one sup 
ported the Government while the other was the 
nominee of that section of the Conservative party 


which has joined the Opposition against the 
Government, 


This is to say, Laval is still true to the 
Consoryative cause, the member elect belng 
a supporter of the Dominion Government. 


The Globe alleges that a printing contract 
was givento Mr. Thomes White, M. P., 
and oalls it ‘‘illicit printing,” Tho assertion 
is untrue, as Mr. White is not peountarily 
interested In any printing office. Coming 
from such a source, the accusation Is simply 
insolent, rs the Globe numbers amongst 
its contributors the man who, when Spoaker 
of the Oommons, acted as middleman 
between the Mackenzio Government and a 
firm of printersin St. John N. B., taking 
the orders in his own name, in defiance 
of the law, farming out his contracts, and 
pocketing a liboral commission. 


The project of Methodist Union, whioh, 
it was expected would be accepted with 
but little opposition by all the parties to 
the scheme, proves to be less popular than 
was anticipated. Opposition has developed 
most strongly where it was least expected, 
namely in the Methodist Church of Canada, 
very many of the ministers of which de- 
nomination seem to be strongly opposed to 
the proposed basis of union,although fayor- 
able to union on a basis which they could 
accept as satisfactory. In the Montreal 
Conference the besis was scoepted by a 
small majority, but the London Conference 
has pronounced against it by 101 votes to 
88 Under these ciroumstances, the ver- 
dist of the Toronto Conference, which is 
now in session at Peterborough, will be of 
very great importance, and we should not 
be surprised if the verdict be adverse, as 
the elder miniaters are strongly adverse to 
the basis,

Tho Battalion broke {nto colamn and 
marched past, while the band playod “The 
British Grenadiers.” Thon a variety of 
manauvering was gono through witb, with 
intervals of ross, Major Henderson put 
tho Battalion through the manua! oxoroise, 
and skirmishing succeeded that. Company 
drill followed, tho Companies chosen being 
those commanded by Captains Walmaloy 
and Lezlor, and each show.d to exrollent 
advantago. Then followed skirmishing, 
alter whioh, Paymaster King 
off tho lists, to whioh those prosont duly 
responded, The battalion was noxt formod 
into close colamna, and the Iaspoctor, Col. 
Villicrs, D, A. G., addrossod the mon, In 
doing so, he said he regretted that Gonoral 
Luard was unable to be prosont and he Col.

they did well in company drill, should know 
their work and havea kuowledgo of how to 
haodle their men and those who had not the 
qualifications should attend the military 
school for a short time, Hoe noticed that one 
officer who had pessed an examination before! 
him a short time since had done very woll, as 
he was then convinced he would,and he hoped 
others would do the same, On the whole, the 
battalion had made a good impression and he 
trusted the drill they had gone through would 
not be wasted. He approved of clty batta- 
lions, a3 in ocaso of trouble at any time, he 
could call on them and they would be ready 
for the issue right away. He had fattored

Methodist Union. 


The following is the fall text of the resolu- 
tion adopted by the London Oonforenoe of the 
Mothodist Churoh of Canada on the subjeot of 
union : 

** Whoreas the sympathy of this Conference 
is in hearty acoord with the movement for 
organic union of the different Methodist bod- 
ies of this country provided a basis oan be 
arrived at that will carry the cordialjassont of 
the ministers and members of the Ohurch pro- 
posing to unite, 

“‘Whoreas the Gonoral Conference of 1882 
did declare itself favorable, for the sake of 
union, to the principle of gonoral superinten- 
donoe, provided the power and duties of the 
office be so defined as to preyent interference 
with the duties and powors of the Annual Con- 
ference officers and of the Ohurch Courts. 

‘Whereas the basis contemplates the forma- 
tion of a Gonoral Conference with unrestricted 
come of legislation, and annus!

of rico straw. This was again mot by a Sig- 
nesian rcamed Carbonari, who suc: seded fa 
introducing the Florentine hats int» France 
and Germany atthe beglonicg of this cen- 
tury. 

The aome of its success was first attained 
wheo a treosatlantio market was opened for 
their wares. Atthistime the demand ia- 
crec3zod to such an extent that more than 
eighty thoveand persons, who had previously 
given only their sprre hours to this work,now 
gaye their whole time to it, These pslmy 
days lasted t'li 1826, when uorelenting fashion 
dropped the Florentine hat entirely, and it 
was gonerally believed that the victorious in- 
dustry was permanently suppressed, but a 
fresh ‘mpulee from Ergland helped it to r'se 
again, An English company called ‘‘ Wyse ” 
introduced a now kind of straw hat into 
Tuscany that was not previously known there; 
instead of being all woven in one pleoe like 
thé Florentine hat, it was made of straw 
braids sewed t gether. This company teok 
every oare to spread this new kind of manu- 
facture, no} merely by founding braiding 
achcols, but a!s>. by the introduction of speo- 
jally constractsd mach'nes wh'ch out the 
straws a!l one alze aud length, whereas they 
had previously been selected by the eye alone, 
Hererfter only four meshes were woven with 
the four or five inoh straws, but all the straws 
in one braid were of exactly the same ovolor, 
whit» straws being entirely discarded. These 
straw braids wore able to defy every chrnge 
of feshion. At the present day straw braiding 
is still gcowing in Tuscany ; it supports over 
one hundred thousand people and brings into 
the country over fourteen million lire, or 
nearly three m'!'ion dollars, 

When the straw is to be used for braiding, 
the grain /s sowed on poor soil, Imme I'ately 
after harvesting. tho straw is solected, ploked 
out, cleaned and tled joto bundles. The Ist- 
tor are put in a dark placo where they oan bo 
constantly dampened with water and exposed 
to the action of sulphur fumes, After a cer- 
tain time these bundles are put io the sun to 
dry, and are then cut int» pieces four or five 
inches long. From these little straws braids 
forty incheslong are made, those that are 
shorter having less chanos of sale because ao 
length of one metro was deolded upon by a 
conyention representing both the straw weav- 
ers and chamber of commerce, 

As already stated, Tuscany is no longor the 
only seat of the straw industry, which has 
spread over the whole of Italy. The Tuscan 
and Florentine manufactures sti!l hold the 
front rank in spit» of foreign competition as 
woll as that of othor parts of Italy, 

Formerly the straw wa; exported, bat now 
the braids are commorly in demand, because 
other countries tind the latter the most protit- 
able, owing to the price of Isbor in Tuscany 
bolog lower than in other countries, For a 
long time Franoo tried to compete with Itely 
in hor own provinces that bordered on Italy, 
bat she did not sucoced, and now sho has 
abandoned the attompt. Ino fact there is no 
other country where the straw industry has 
beon so succe fal tin Tuscany. Th's deponds 
in part on the quality of the material. Th's 
seome to justify the c:sumption that her soil 
is batter adapted to tho oultivation of this 
partioular grain.

made as tothe soops aud ocontonts of tho 
above mentioned Act; and so various end 
widespread are the erroneous impressions 
with regerd to it that I em minded to ask for 
sufficient space in your valuable papor to at. 
tempt s oalm and falr review of its provistons, 
and a compayivon of these with the provisions 
of tho Provincial License Aots which it is in- 
teaded to supersede, 

There are threo points which ocour to one’s 
mind when one approaches the disoussion of 
this Act ;—Ist, As to whether this logislation 
is within the powors of the Dominion Parlis- 
ment ; 2od, as to whether better and stronger 
legislation oan be obtained from Provinolal or 
Domtoion sources; and 3rd, esto whether 
the Aot as ar shows en advancsin tem. 
peranco feoling throughout the country, and 
that the Parliament has responded t> that 
fooling by increased stringency of log!slation. 

The firat question oan only ‘be determined 
by reference to the! courts, aud {t would be 
idle to take time or space hore for ite discus- 
sion. Suttice it to ray that, from a temperance 
standpoint, it will be of inestimable service to 
have the question 23 to the power of regulat. 
ing the liquor traffio settled definitely aud for 
all time, There is now no longer any doubt 
as to who has the power to prohibit; when, 
48 must 400n be the case, it is authoritatively 
decided as to whom the power to regalate be. 
longa, the whole question of constitutionality 
will cease to hinder or bafils the onward pros 
arose of logislative effort in this msttsr, Tem- 
perance men will not be sorry that by the 
action of the Dominion Parliament the definite 
decision of this vexed question will surely 
be arrived at. 

The second question cannot be settled by 
any abstract reasoning, nor js is possible to 
infer from past exporienoe exactly what we 
migh’ hope for in the future, If, however, it 
is found that the Dominion Legislature,in this 
its first cesay, has given restrictive leg’slation 
whioh has been vainly asked for from Pro- 
vincial Legislatures over and - oyer again, it 
certainly does not militate agsiust the belief 
of many thatin uniform legislation porfeoted 
by the representatives of the whole country 
in one sssembly united, a better and more 
effective system of repression and enforcement 
may be obtained. 

But neither of these questions is for my 
purpose at this present writing at all to te 
compared to the third end important enquiry, 
viz, : Whether in the few years that have pass- 
ed temperance sentiment has advanced in Can- 
ada, and has been able to register that advance 
liquor. rae. see eile 

It must te borne in mind, and upon this 
one cennot insist too strongly, that this Act 
is for the whole Dominion ; aad Jn estimsting 
its worth we must compare it with the average 
existing Hoenserestriotions in r!! the provinces. 
If we tind by comparison that it goes beyond 
that average, we cannot but pronounce it a 
step or two In advance ; bat if it surpasses in 
restrictive power the best of the prov/nolal 
laws, then we must, with equal honesty, de- 
olare it to ba a great atep in advance. 16 will 
be admitted on zli hands that the Crooks Act 
of Ontario is the best and strictest in its pro- 
visions of all the provincial license laws. 

First, then, it will be our t-sk to compare 
the License Act of 1888 with

and find whether it is superior or inferior in 
ita provisions for restriction and enforcement. 
A oarefal comparison and study of the two 
Act: will convince sny unprejudiced person 
that while in no point does it fall balow the 
standard of the Crcoks Aot, in many impor- 
tant partioulara it rises far above it, 

1, Jn the non-partisan character of its licen- 
sing boards and inspectors. 

Undor the Crooks Act the Board of Com- 
missioners are all three appoluted by the Gov- 
ernment, and to the Goverament alone these 
are responsible, The posribility is therefore 
created of the commissioners being a'l party 
men, in politica! acoord with the Goverament, 
and it is needless to say that thle possibility 
merges into fact in many and probably most 
instenoes, The inspector is also appointed 
directly by the Government, and conraquently 
wi'l te chosen from those who have done the 

rty good service, and who hold themselves 
eieenie 28 t2 continue that go-d service. 

The inevitable tendency of such a system is 
to make the commissioners and inspestors in- 
oline to parsy interests, rnd to mavipulate the 
wholo granting of licenses ia the service of the 
paity for the tiave being in power. As party 
Government is now oarried on, this must and 
wi'l be the result, no matter what party is in 
the cacendent. The new Act ohenges this 
entirely. The Board of Commissioners consist 
of three, as under the Crookes Act; but one 
of these is the cougsy judge, another the war- 
den of the county or mayor of the oity, while 
tho third is the appointee of the Government, 
The permanent and judicial are represented by 
the first, the popular will by the second, and 
the Government by the third. Thus we have 
a Licensing Board as far remoyed from pasti- 
san influences as possible, And instead of the 
Government appointing the inspectors, those 
are selected by the non-partisan board, and 
are wholly independent of Goveinment in- 
fluence, 

It surely cannot be doubted that in tho 
respect of licensing and inspsotiog authority 
the new Act is farin advanceof the Crooks 
Act. 

2. Inthe manner of obtaining licenses, Under 
the Crooks Act an applicant bes to present no 
potition of ratepayors as a pro-requisite to his 
24 Sp epee applications are roviewod 
only by the commissioners and in secrot sen- 
sion—there is ao public notice given of the 
names of applicants and the time of meeting 
ofthe board, the ratepayers of the district 
have no power to veto an application.

The Crooks Aot requires bond end suretics 
to the amount of only $400 to bo given by the 
sollor of I'quor, while the now act requires 
bonds and suretios to the amount of $800,and 
tho namos of those suretios aro to bo kept in 
tho fospestor’s registry for reference.

If wo ask as to whether in any respoots the 
new Aot relaxes any provisions of the Crooke 
Act, the answer is equally satisfactory, In 
no particular of any importance can the least 
retrogression from the practical restrictions of 
the Crooks Aot be discerned. A great deal 
has been sold with reference tothe supplying 
of bona Ade guests at hotels on Sunday. Tho 
clause in the Orooks Aot referring to this 
really prohibits the sale of liquors in hotels on 
Sunday, but it isso worded that nine out of 
ten persons reading it over would oonolade 
that it did allow the supplying of liquors to 
lodgers’on that day.

The Longest Day. 


THE SUMMER SOLSTICE NEXT THURSDAY— 
THK MONTH NAMED AFTER FAIR JUNE. 


The summer solstice is at hand. The 
hegira of health seekers to seashoro and 
mountain sufficlently indicates this. What 
is the summer solstice} Eyergbody knows 
that the daily rotation of the earth around 
its axis produces the succession of days 
and nights. Inthe same way ite annual 
revolution arouud the sun causes the alter- 
nation of the seasons. Twice during the 
course of the year the solar rays fall por 
pendioularly upon the equator. The 
astronomical yoar begins on the 20th of 
March, when the solar rays strike vertioally 
upon the equator. The period of darkness 
then equals that of light all over the earth 
—in duration, twelve hours. Then, as tho 
northern hemisphere turns toward the sun, 
it reovlves mere and more light, On the 
Zot of June, the day of the firet solstice or 
standing point of the sun, the spring ceases 
and summer beyins as regards the vorth- 
ern hemisphere. The sun then shinos on 
the zenith of the tropic of Uancer. From 


the close of June the sun daily decreases in 
elevation, but the hoat nevertheless contin 


0s to increase during the summer, This 
is on tho prinolple that a body warmed by 
the sun rotaius ite heat long after its ox 
posure to the solar rays So the aun “oes 
on adding fresh hoat daily, wh'le the oarth 
continues to store it up until the long 
nights gradually rob the globo of its ao

VIEWS OF PROF. FOSTER. M. P. 


He Bxamines the Two Acts in All Their 
Boarings. 


(Continued from yesterday.) 

Apart from differences of opinion aa to con- 
stitational points, and as to the groeator dosir- 
abillty of Provincial or Dominion leglslation 
oontrolling the loona'ng of the tariff, any 
thoaghtfal and honest temperance man will, 
in comparing the provisions of the Domiolon 
License Act withthe Crooks Act, pronounce 
unhositatiogly in favor of the former, So tar 
as the writer's knowledge extends, the new 
Aot ls tho most stringent in provision and ef- 
footive in meobinery and enforcoment, of any 
License Act in the world. 

Lot us now briofly inquire as to what ad- 
vance has beén made In the new eeenl 
taking the Dominion as a whole end in 
COMPARISON WITH THE EXISTING PROVINCIAL 

LEGISLATION, 

1. A maximum limit of licenses is fixed for 
the whole Dominion, beyond which the ocom- 
missioners cannot go. This will reduce the 
vumber of lioonses about one-ha'f in ‘Britieh 
Columbia, and to some extent to all the other 
provinoes which at present leave no limit fixed. 
A decrease in the number of plaoccs of sale 
throughout Canada will bo the first effect of 
the law, 

2. An efficient syatem of inspection is pro- 
vided for ths whole Dominion, At the 
present time the only provinces hav.og in- 
spectors appointed and paid to enforce the 
laws are Ontario and Manitoba, One can 
soarvely calonlate the great gain in having this 
extended to every licens» district in all the 
proyinoes, 

3. A shortening of hours of sale, 

At present liquor shops and bare keop open 
on Saturday n'ghta until 10 p,m. in Nova 
Sootia and New Brunawiok, until ll p. m, io 
Manitoba, and until midnight in Biitish Co- 
lumbia and Qawbeo. : 

Under the new Act these a'l olose at 7 p,m. 
on Saturday night, aod remain closed until 6 
a.m, on Monday morning. On other nights 
the closing hours at present are 10, 11 aud 12 
p.m.; under the new Act they will uniformly 
closé at 1) p. m, 

When one contemplates the evil effect of 
Saturday night tippling it will be casily seen 
that we cannot too highly estimate the great 
gain to sobriety and family comfort which will 
acorne from varly Saturday night olos!ng. 

4. An improvementiin the Sunday restric: 
tions, 

At preset the license laws allow tho sale in 
Prince Edward Island to lodgers and boarders 
at all hours of the day ; ia New Brunswick ia 
olties and towas to guests and lodgers at meals; 
in Nova Sootis to ogee at all hours of the 
day ; in Manitoba to travellers end boarders 
at meals ; io Quebeo to travellers and guests 
in rooms or at meals at all hours of the day ; 
and in British Oolumbia there are no restrio- 
tions at all, 

The new Act allows no bars to be opened 
on Sunday, no sale to guests in rooms, but 
simply a supplying of actual guests residi 
in hotels at the table during the two prinoigial 
meal times—dinner and supper. 

5. In separating liquors from groceries and 
other merchand/zo, 

At present liquors and groceries are #old to- 
other in all provinces except New Brunswick, 
Under the new Act no new licenses for this 
mixed sale will bo granted ; in 1877 all these 
existing licenses will lapse in all but towns 
and cities, snd in six years from the time of 
the Aot going into oporation there will be no 
such thing as the gale of liquors with other 
merchandise throughout Canada, 

All the princi provisions mentioned io 
our comparison with the Crooks Act are nota 
ble improvements in tho existing provinolsl 
license laws, and as such will commend them- 
selves to all lovers of sobriety and good order. 

In the making of a uniform Jaw for all the 
Provinces some few changes were made which, 
so far as they are concerned, are not improve- 
ments, but these haye been more than coun- 
terbalanced by other proyisions which haye 
been added. In Nova Sootis, for instance, 
no license could be granted unless two-thirds 
of the ratepayers petitioned in itefayor. Ou- 
der the new Aot only one-third of the rate 
payers are required to petition in favor of the 
applicant. t Noya Sootia is more than 
compensated for this loss by the fact that tho 
people, by actual vote, {n a parish or munivi- 
pality, may prohibit all lioons:s for three years; 
and, what is still better, may have a paid sys- 
tem of enforcoment provided in a!l the license 
distriots and in all counties which haye adopt- 
ed the Canada Temperance Act, ‘This last 
was vitally nooossary in Nova Scotia, where 
already nearly two-thirds of the countica have 
adopted the Canada Temperance Aot, and 
others are working in the same direction, 
The semv remark applies, but with greater 
forge, to Prince Edward Ialand, where all the 
territory is under the Canada Temperance 
Aot, but where a proper system of enforce- 
wont wat sadly neoded, 

In Quebeo ono-half the ratepayers ina 
polling aubdivision may under the present Act 
block a licena» by potition, while under the 
new Act it requires two-thirds. But this is 
counterbalanced by the fact that the voters of 
any manicipality will have the power to voto 
the whole traflio for three years, and, further, 
until repealed, and that each now applicent 
for license will be obliged to got one-third of 
the ratepayers to eign his petition instead of 
au now being required to; ot only twenty-five, 
In Manitoba at present an applicant for a li- 
conse has to gut (outside of Winnipeg) 16 out 
of 20 of the noarest hourcholders to sign his 
petition. Under the Domtaidn Aot he will be 
obliged to yet one-third of all the ratepayers, 
but Manitoba has gained tho ‘local option 
clauses whioh it did not before possoas. 

Takon all in all the prosont enactment marks 
an epoch in the legislative attitude of the 
country as gratifying in its advance as it 
je surprising. It is at once a tribute to pro 
grees in tomperance eontiment and a warning 
to tho treffio as to what it may oxpoot in the 
fatare.

In view of this it oan scarcely be 
contended that Parlismeot surrendered to the 
L. V.’s, as some popore are fond of assexting. 

Equally unfortunate ie the assertion that the

of the whole thing, which, to the unint- 
tlatod in almost as myastorious as the dogroos 
of Froo Masonery or Oddfellowahip, Indood, 
if you go through the works droased in 
broad oloth you willlook a partioularly 
odd fellow when you come out, for your 
best friend would not know whether you 
had turned miller or boon rolling over and 
oyor in the road like a horso taking a dust 
bath. But forthe desoription. Tho works 
have now a capacity of about two huudred 
bags aday. Tho machinery required to 
orush and grind Aotinvlite (which abounds 
in those parts) is required to be of the very 
atrongest description, ‘Lhe ore, as it comes 
from the mine,14 put through the crushor— 
a machine which weighs eight tons and ao 
half—where it is broken to about the size of 
walnuts, It is then taken by an elevator to 
tho third story of the building and dropped 
into a large hopper, from which the two 
grinderaare fod, Those geinding machines 
are a triumph of mechaniocal skill,making the 
euormous number of two thousand three 
hundred reyolutions per minute, and the 
material ooming from them is, by a pecu- 
liar arcagoment, blown through pipos into 
large bins having a capacity of forty tons 
each. Itthen findaits way down throe 
spouts, whore it is received into baga ready 
for shipment. The ore, after its manufac- 
ture, hai a vory fibrous appearance, and a 
bag that will hold one hundred and sixty 
pounds of finely pulverized soapstone, will 
only hold one hundred pounds of Actinolite 
Roofing Ooment. This isa very good 
quality, as it proves beyond a doubt that 
there is a large amount of fibre in the ma 
terial,and this fibre will prevent any crack. 
ing of the coment after it is laid on a roof, 
which is the great drawback with other 
cements used for asimilar purpose. The 
output of the mill can be exactly doubled 
by running at night, and no doubt this 
will soon have to be done, for from all 
appearances it looks as if Mesars, James 
Bros. & Oo. were going to do a large busi- 
ness, which if they doit will be a great 
benefit to this section, and giye employ- 
mont to a larger number of men and teams 
than they do now. Necessity is the 
mother of invention. The railroad not 
being open, and teaming such large quanti- 
ties of material to Madoc being out of the 
question, the firm applied to the Midland 
Railway for permission to vse the 
track from here to Madoo, and they 
immediately received word from head- 
quarters that cars would be placod at their 
disposal whenever they required them. 
This is a great help, but it is to be hoped 
the s<ailroad Oo. will see their way clear to 
put on regular taains, as your correspondent 
has spok»n with people all around here 
who would use the road if it were onoe per- 
manently opened. The cars are brought 
from Madoc onthe track by horses to within 
500 feet of the mill, where they are loaded 
and returned in the same manner. 

This is just a brief description of a work 
going on here which wiJl no doubt shortly 
revolutioniso the whole system of roofing 
buildings in this country and in the States, 
whence large shipments are made, as it-is 
cheaper than tin or slate, more permanent, 
and thoroughly safe, Add to which Messrs, 
James know exactly what is required by the 
roofing trade, as they carry on a large busi- 
ness in that line at Montreal.

Asessirrt,Man. June 8,—Tho now town 
osllod Asoanippi is situato just within the 
olbow of tho Sbholl Riverjon a» plateau, Up- 

| wards of two thousand acres in oxtont. Che 
| Sholl up to this elbow, which is oxaotly on 


the lino botwoon townships 22 and 23 In 
range 28 woot, has run duo south from the 
Duok Mountains, but horo it takes sharp 
turn northwest before ita junction with the 
Assiniboine three or four miles away. The 
rivor thus forme two sides of a triangle,and 
tho town site has boon chosen on this pro- 
motory, which rises from top to fifty foot 
from the bed of the river, the whole sur- 
rounded by higher hills,on the top of which 
is tho prairiolevel. ‘Phis sholtered plateau 
slopes gently booth towards the river,and 
the travollor will aay it Is one of the most 
lovely town ho has seen 
in his journey through Manitoba. The 


situations for o 


Sholl Rivor at this place is one of the 
boat, if not the best, stroams for motive 
power fo this part of the country. 

The banks are so constituted that dams 
can be thrown soross at various places,at a 
comparatively trifling exponse,and willcarry 
such ahead of water as will drive any 
amount of machinery. -The source of the 
river is supplied from springs, and inoum 
erable springs in its course, so that the 
body of water is scarcely affected by the 
seasons, cnd the stream runsa full supply 
all the year round, This isa very important 
fact, an regard manufacturers, as they will 
not be under the necessity of shutting down 
their establishments or adding steam pow- 
er, which is the case on the small streams 
south of this. One or two enterprising 
individuals, hearing of the advantage of the 
water power on this river, personally ex- 
amined the property,and became so satisfied 
with the samo that a company was formod, 
which in the future will be known as the 
Asossippi Milling and Manufacturing Oo, 
Certain privileges were at once secured,and 
I hear their firat mill, which isa grist mill, 
is expected to reach Brandon from Ontario, 
about the lirst week in July, whence it will 
be forwarded by boat for the Assinboine 
direct to the company’s property. Other 
manufacturies will be introduced,as thought 
desirable. “I believe this company have a 
good prospect before them, as I know they 
have any amount of water power, which 
can be utilized ata very trifling expense. 
I, with the other settlers here, wish them 
every success, 

The Shell River Colonizing Oo,’s office is 
here, and the agent, Mr. Gill, is busily en- 
gaged attending to the requirements of the 
settlers. 

A great inconvenience has hitherto been 
felt in having the post office so far away, 
a dozen miles, or more, to the south, but 
the Department is opening a new post 
office, and the mail bags are expected this 
week. The new bridge across the river is 
nearly completed ; three substantial piers 
were built in the winter; some delay was 
caused by the non arrival of the iron work, 
but pow it is on the ground, also the timber 
for the superstructure, as thore is no reason 
why the bridge should not at once be com 
pléted and teams crossing it in the course 
of a week or ton days. The drives of logs 
from Duck Mountains have not yet arrived, 
but I hear they are on their way, and the 
firat logs or forerunners may be expected 
any day. The bulk of these logs go to 
Brandon, and are sawed up there, but suffi- 
cient quantities for use in the neighborhood 
are kept back and sawed here. The mill 
used last year was of insuflicient capacity, 
and a larger one ja to replace it this summer. 

We are haying most beautiful rains just 
now, and the crops are looking well. The 
tirmers’ liearts are gladdened. and oyery 
one is making a push to get all the break- 
ing done hé can in the next month or nix 
wooks.

The Late Cheese Market 


Utica Morning Herald

“ood deal of strongth at Lijo.,lowor grades 
of fall milk stock also partaking of tho 
fiemnoss, Thiy is 4 doclino of to. from o 
wook ago; but an itis expooted that 100,000 
boxes will arrivo this wook, it is a question 
whother shippers can tako care of such a 
quantity, and consequently whother pro 
sent prides can be matatained, Just at 
prosont tho situation seoms to be favorablo, 
doalers having but little stock on hand,and 
antloipations of foreign trade being appar- 
ontly well founded. There is some com. 
plaint that the cable is weakening, but it is 
still 25, 6d. aboye the corresponding date 
of last year, when cheese was selling at 
exactly the same price in Now York. The 
weather was muoh more favorable for the 
arrival of cheese in the city last wevok, and 
most of the stook came to hand in good 
condition, Pastures and meadows never 
looked finer than they do now, the super- 
abundant quantity of rain having a bene- 
ficlal effect upon them. The flow of milk 
is still increasing, although we are now 
getting close to the flush of the season. 

Unica, N. Y., June 18, 1883, 

Notwithstanding the heavy transactions 
here to-day, there wore only three buyers 
who took any cheese, and others standing 
off on account of a lack of orders from their 
houses sufficient to allow them to compete 
for the offering. The temper of the market 
was seen early in the day, when salesmen 
expressed a bellef that it ought to be strong- 
er than Inst week, while buyers claimed 
that it ought to be a quarter of a cent 
lower.

Sir Charles Tupper Defends 
Himself. 


Complete Disproof of the Globe's 
Charges. 


At tho banquet in his honor at Hallfax, 
Sir Oharleos Tupper spoke a8 follows, with 
reference to the Globe's charges againat him- 
self and against the Goveroment, in con- 
neotion with the contract for Section B of 
the Pacifico Railway 

Now I| do not intondon the present oo- 
owsion to dotain you at any length in rela- 
tiou to the controversies that have arisen in 
connection with the Oanadian Pacific Rail- 
wey. But I may say this,that oo this ts the 
first occasion on which » Minister of the 
Crown has had the opportunity of addros- 
sing o large representative” assembly like 
this, I can hardly sit down without ao pas- 
alng reference toa now scandal known as 
the section B scandal. It would perhaps 
be more appropriate if I were to call it the 
new slander. Nothing perhaps has oo- 
cured in this country that has demonstroted 
more fally and completely the folly of any 
portion of the public press of the country 
olitraging public opinion than the recoption 
with which this slander has been met. Why 
is it that broadcast over this intelligent 
country, # country filled with a body of as 
intellectual men as are to be found in any 


portion of the civilized world, «a country, 


where thore is as high-toned a» sentiment 
of public morality\as is to be found in any 
pommunity in the civilized world, why in it 
that charges made in this specific man- 
ner with all these détails hays vimply 
dmuséd the people! Why is it that thorp 
ip little criticism and no exoltement) If 
these charges were true, if any one of you 
gentlemen believed that this slander pub- 
ished-in the columns of the Toronto Globe 
newspaper had ‘fa: acintillay of truth you 
would not be here to-night todo me honor 
—no man of'you would:be here. | respect 
you toomuoh to beliove that a single mab 
would be sitting here doing honor, to a 
Minister of the Crown in Canade - if you 
believed there was the alighest ehadow of 
truth in'this yile slander. (Obeers.) Why 
is it that this gréat organ of a great po- 
litical party is treated with*thisoverwhelm- 
ing unutterable contempt trom one end of 
this country to another?. I will tell you 
why. It is because they have systematically 
outraged the common sense and intelligence 
of this country until they are powerless, to 
injure anybody. Isay with deep regret 
that a stronger illustration could not and 
cannot ocour to prove that it is impossible 
for anything to be more injurious to a 
political party than for the time to come 
when the utterances of its leaders and its 
press are treated with disbelief and oontem- 
pt. I say, sir, that the very foundation of 
our system isa wise and watchful, and 
vigorous Opposition, and I say that it 
is only by the opposition pursuing that 
course that they are entitied to the respect 
or oonfidepoe of any person, Why la it 
that neither Edward Blake nor Alexander 
Mackenzie, nor any maninthe ranka be- 
hind them, has beén found to endorse dur- 
ing the last fiye years one of those lying 
slanders of the Globe? Because they know 
too well, Edward Blake knows too well, 
aud Mr. Mackenzie knows too well that it 
would be fatal to their position as leaders 
of a great party, were they fora moment 
to commit themselves to statements they 
Were unable to sustain ; that the moment 
they gavea shadow of countenance to 
statements that they knew to be without 
foundation it would only bring. down con- 
tempt upon their heads,even if they should 
have the strongest and most perfect case to 
present. Therefore they are too wise,even

Mr. Mackenzie had placed a 
hundred and twelve miles east from Red 
River, and a hundred andtwelve miles 
west from Thunder Bay, under contract, 
and there was agap of a.hundred and 
eighty-five miles of difficult and impassable 
country lying between, and the whole 
money expended on the two portions under 
contract and in course of construction was 
utterly useless until this gap was filled up 
and completed. That was the position. 
Mr, Mackenzie had had surveyors for a 
considerable length oftime on these 185 
miles. Now, what was the first thing we 
did? We put under contract those 185 
mites that wore absolutely cesontial in 
order to make this expenditure worth any- 
thing at all. There were’no inhabitants 
from ohe end of the line to the other,— 
nothing but a few Indians to be found,and 
the only way to reach the fertile shores of 
Red River, and connecting with the great 
North-West through Osnadian territory, 
was by the construction of this gap whidh 
we, therefore, considered to + be. of 
most yital importance to the progress of 
the country. Tenders for the con- 
struction of the road.came in and what did 
I do with them? Did [ ‘touch those 
tendérs 7 No, I passed them into the hands 
of Mr. Trudeau, my Deputy Minister, a 
man of high character and standing, and 
of liberal prooliyities it is aaid. AI oan 
say is that 1 have found him's man of great 
ability and untarolshed honor, upon whose 
fidelity and integrity Loan rely with the 
utmost confidence. Lplaced them in his 
hands and jn the hands of Sandford Flem-

Wo have anid that if 
they dopoalt a cortatn sum of money that 
shows their bona fides and that if when 
callod upon they deposit five per cont, of 
tho groas amount of the contract that shows 
their ability... Wehad fixed the test and 
therefore disrogarded what wa knew to be 
perfectly sound advice and we said to them 
put up the money. ‘They could not put up 
five por cont.—nor one per cent. Woe said 
to Androws, Jonos & Oo., who declared 
that they hod the money ready, put up 
the money and if you do so within so 
many days you shall havo the contract, 
Now why did we limit them to a 
vory short poriod } -Beonuse I had Mr, 
Fleming's writton atatement that to lose a» 
week would probably result fa the loss of a 
yoar, that, just at that timo if we did not 
make a contract and let them get in their 
supplies before the frost oame out they 
could not attempt to proceed for twelve 
monthe. We gave them more time and at 
the end of thattime they could not put up 
the money. They had olght days, and at 
the end of eight days they had not put up 
the monoy,but they got Morse & Co, ,whose 
tender had been passed over, to put up & 
part of it. But they were unable to put up 
the monvy. Under thesé circimatanoes wo 
called pon Frador, Grant & Pitblado, who 
within three days deposited the $200,000) 
The contract is now practically finished, 
and carsare running daily over this track 
built in the face of gigantic difficulties, and 
yet to this hour from that hour I haye been 
abused because, as it ts alloged, I passed 
over lower tenders in order to givo my 
frionda that contract. Now those contract- 
ors were no more my friends than they are 
yours, Mr. Ohnirman. Fraser I knew 
slightly, I barely knew him by sight, I 
had never received the slightest favor in the 
world from him,although I understood that 
he was a Oonservative. Grabdt, 1 did not 
know by sight. I had met him but once. 
And Pitblado I only knew as a very violent 
political opponent and a man who had done 
all he could all his life to keep me out of 
power. Yot for five long years the Globe

Company with them. I knew McDonald was 
a good contractor, and that Manning, was 
a man of wealth, and I was very glad to 
hear that they had entéred into this ar- 
rangement. We gave them the contract.

give Andrews,Jones & Oompany a few days 
more to put upthe money, could give 
Fraser, Grant & Pitblado three weeks to 
sign the contract. Why, sir, they know 
perfeodtly well that Mr. Mackenzie letsoores 
of contracts remain unsigned for a. much 
longer period, and men went to work the 
moment they were told that they should 
have the contract, and in many cases the 
contract was not signed for months after 
wards, untilit had been toa large extent 
performed.

woll that you cannot’get very much money 
through either of them without earning it. 
(Cheers and laughter.) They never received 
one single dollar that was not reosived upon 
the certificate of the Chief Enginoor that 
the money was earned upon the contract. 
But it is said that the enginoor was removed, 
Well, whon I was in England Jennings 
was transferred to British Columbia, that is 
quite trae, Tho contractors complained of 
the engineer, apd I never had the good for- 
tune to yet through a contract yet without 
some grumbling against the onginoors.

My friend 
Mr. Fleming, with the best intentions in 
the world, with tho view of accomplishing 
the saving of a large amount of publio mo- 
ney, knowing that these two contracts rau

The Globe tteelf shows what a nice little 
arrangement the tenderers proposed for 
themaelves by offering to charge the actual 
coat, with ten percent added for profit, 
As the offers for this part of the work rang- 
ed from $5,000 to $100,000, and as the 
total amount of the tender which was 
accepted was $1,140,625, it is easy to per- 
celve that shrewd Messrs, Starrs & O'Han- 
ly, whose offer for the other items was 
$1,032,381, might have ‘ watered ” and 
*“‘unwatered” the worke at their pleasure 
and have had avery handsome profit at 
the expense of the country, had their offer 
been accepted. Asit was their informal 
tender was properly rejected, as was also 
for the same reason that of P. J. Brown, 
(much higher in amount) a fact which the 
correspondent has suppressed, in order to 
create a falee impression. 

Our review of this subject has necossa- 
rily been lengthy, but tho importanoe of 
finally and conclusively disposing of the 
numerous slanders. which have been. so 
persistently circulated with regard to the 
Government's actions in the matter must 
be our excuse.

TABERNACLE SERMONS. 


GNATS AND CAMELS. 


“Ye blind guides, which strain at a gnat and 
swallow a camel.”—St. Matthew, 23, 24. 

A proverb is compact. wisdom, kaowledge 
in chunks, a library in a sentence, the electri- 
olty of many olouds discharged in ono bolt, a 
river put. through a mill race, When Christ 
quotes the proverb of the text, He means to 
set forth the ludicrous behavior of those who 
make a great blustor about small sins and have 
no appreciation of great ones, In my text a 
small insect and a large quadruped are brought 
into comparison—a gnat and a camel, You 
have in museum or on the desert seen the Iat- 
ter—a great, awkward, sprawling creature, 
with back two stories high aud stomach hav- 
ing # collection of reseryoirs for desert travel, 
an animal forbidden to the Jows as food, and 
in many literatures ontitled ‘‘the ship of the 
desort.”” Tho goat spoken of in the text is in 
the grub form. It is born in pool or pond 
after a fow weeks becomes a chrysalid, an 
then aftor a few days becomes the gnat as we 
recognize it, But the inaoot spoken of in the 
text is in its very smallest shape, and it yot 
inhabits the water--for my text is o misprint 
aod ought to read ‘‘ strain out a goat.” My 
text shows you the prino of inconsistency. 
A man aftor long observation hes formed the 
suspicion that in a oup of wator ho }s about 
to drink there is a grab, or the grandparent 
of a goat, He gocs and gots a siove or strainer. 
He takes the water and pours it through the 
sieve in tho broad light, Hoe says, *' 1 would 
rathor do anything almost than drink this 
wator until the larva bo oxtirpated.” This 
water is brought under inquisition, The 
experiment is sucoesefol. The water rushes 
through the sieve and loaves against the side 
of the sieve the grub or goat. Then thu man 
carefully removes the inseot and drinks she 
wator, in placidity. But going out ono day, 
and hungry, he devours a “ship of the desort” 
the camel, whioh the Jows woro forbidden to 
eat, Tho gastronomor has no compunotions 
of conscienov, Ho suffers from no indigestion. 
Ho puts tho lower jaw under tho camel's fore- 
toot and his uppor Jaw over the hump of tho 
oame!’s back, and gives one awollow, and the 
dromodary disappears forovor, Ho strained out 
4 gnat, ho awallowed a oamol, Whilo Christ's 
audience were yot smiling at tho a positenoss 
and wit of His illustration—for smile they did 
in churoh, ualoss they were too stupld to uo 
dorstand thohyperbolo—Cbriat practioally eaid 
to them, *‘ That is you.” Panotillous about 
small things, reckless about affairs of groat 
magnitude, No subject over writhod undor 
the surgeon's knifo more bitterly than did the 
Phariseos undor Obriat’s soalpol of truth, As 
an anatomiat will take a human body to picoes 
and pat thom undera miscrosoope for ex 
amioation,so Christ finda His way to tho hoart 
of tho doad Pharisoo and outs it out and pute 
{t under tho glass of inspootion for all genora- 
tions to oxamino, Those Pharisoos thought 
that Ohriat would flatter them and compliment 
them; and bow they must have writhed undor 
the red hot words as Ho said: ‘ Yo fools, ye

sorvioes ought to bo grave and solemn. Thero 
jano room for frivolity fa religious convoca. 
tion, But thoroaro /'lustratiors and there 
aro hyperboles like that of Christin the toxt, 
that will irrediate with #m'los any Jntelligent 
auditory. There ste mon Hke those blind 
guides of the text who advocate only those 
thipgsin rolizious sorvioe which draw the 
corners of thy mouth down, and denounce all 
those things which havea tendency to draw 
the corners of tho mouth up, and these men 
will go to installations and to preabytorics 
and to confor inoés and to associations, thelr 
pooketa fallof tino sioves to strain ont the 
gnats, while in thelr owo «hurchos at homo 
ovory Sunday thore ere filty people sound 
asloop, Thoy mske their churchos a great 
dormitory, ond their somn‘forous sermons 
socradlo, and drawled-out hymos » lullaby, 
while some wakofal soul jn a pow with hor fan 
keops the files off unconscious psrsors ap- 
proximate, Now, I say it is worse toalesp in 
oharch than to smile in churoh, for tho lattor 
implies atleast attention, while the former 
implics both the {ndifferonoe of the hoarors 
and the stupidity of the apraker. In old ego, 
or from physic=| (ntirmity, or from long watoh- 
{ng with the elok, tediousness will somet\mos 
overpower ono and drowsinces w!'l sometimes 
overpower ono, but when aministor of the 
Gospel looks off arom rn audience and finds 
healthy and {ntolligont people struggliog with 
drowsiness, it iv t'mo for him to give out the 
doxology or pronounce the benediction, The 
great feult of churoh sorvices to-day is not 
too much vivacity, but too much somnolencs, 
The one isan irritating goxt that may be 
ersily strained out; the other is a groat sprawi- 
ing and sleepy-eyed camel of the dry desert. 
In allour Sabbath schools, in e!l our Bible 
classes, in all oar pulpits we need to brighten 
up our religious message with such Christlike 
vivacity ai we find in the text I take down 
from my library the biographies of ministers 
and writers of pastsgos, inspired anduninspired, 
who have dono the most to bring souls to Jesus 
Christ, and I find that withouta single excep- 
tion they consecrated their wit and their humor 
to Ohrist, Elijah used it when he advised the 
Baalites, os they could not make their god re- 
spond, tolling them to call louder, 1 their 
god might bs sound asleep or gone a-hunting, 
Job used it when he ssid to his self-conceited 
comforters; ‘‘ Wisdom will die with you.” 
Christ not only used st in the text, but when 
He ironically complimented the petrified 
Pharisoos, asying, ‘‘ The whole necd not a 
physician,” and when by one word He des- 
cribed the cunning of Herod, saying: ‘‘Go 
yo, aud tell that fox.”’ Matthew Henry's 
Commentaries from the firat page to tho Jest 
corussatod with humor as summer clouds with 
heat lightning. John Buoyan’s writings are 
as full of humor as they are of saving truth, 
and there is not an aged manhere who has 
ever read Pilgrtm’s Progress who dora not 
remember that while reading it he smiled as 
often as he wept. Chrysostom, George Her- 
bert, Robert South, John Wesley, George 
Whitfield, Jeremy Taylor, Rowland Hill, 
Nettleton, Georgo G, Finney, and all the 
mon of the past whogreatly advanced the 
kingdom of God consecrated their wit and 
their huor to the cause of Christ. So it hrs 
been in all the ages, and I eay to these young 
theological students who cluster in these ser- 
vices Sabbath atter Sabbath, sharpen your 
wits as keon as solmetars and thon take them 
into this holy war. It isa very short bridge 
between asmile and a tear, a suspension 
bridge from eye to lip, and it is coon oroesed 
over, and a smile is sometimes jast as sacred 
asatear. There ises much religion, and, I 
thiok, a little more, In a spring morning than 
fo a etarless midnight, Religious work with- 
out any humor or wit in itis a banquet with 
a wide of beef, and thst raw, andno ocondi- 
ments, andno dessert succeeding. People 
will not sit down to such a banquet. By all 
means remove all frivolity and all batbos and 
all lightness and all vulgarity. Strain them 
out through the sieve of holy discrim'uation ; 
but on the other band, beware of that mons- 
ter which overshaiows the Christisn church 
to-day, conventionality, coming up from the 
Great Sabara Desert of coole’iasticism, having 
on its beok a hamp of sanctimonious gloom, 
and vehemently refuse +> swallow that 
camel, Ob, how particular a great many 
people sre stout the infinitesimals while 
they are quite reckless about the magaitudes, 
What did not Christ say? Did He not ex- 
coriate the people in His time who were #0 
careful to wah their hands t>fore a meal,bot 
did not wash their heart. How msny people 
there are in our time whoare yery anxious 


‘that after their death they shallbs buried 


with their face toward the East, and not at 
ell anxious that during their whole life they 
should face in the right direction, so that they 
shall como up in the resurrestion of the just 
whichover way they sre buried. How many 
there are chiefly anxious that a miaister of 
the Gosp I shall come in the line of apostolic 
succession, not caring so much whether he 
comcs from Ar ostle Paul or Apostle Judas. 
They haye a way of measuring a guat until it 
is larger then a camel, 

Again : My subject photographs all those 
who are abhorrent of small sins, whilo they 
aro reokle’s in regard to magnificent theft. 
You will fiod many a merchant who, while hoe 
iz so careful that he would not take a yard of 
cloth or a spool of cotton from the counter 
without paying for it, and who, ifa bank 
oashior should make a mistske and send in o 
roll cf bills $5 too much, would dispatch a 
messenger in hot haste to return the eurplos, 
yot who will go into a stock company in which 
after n while he gets control of the stock and 
then waters the stook and makes $100,000 ap- 
pear like $200,000, He only stole $100,000 
by the operation, Many of the men of for- 
tune made their wealthin that way. One of 
those men engaged in such unrighteous act 
that evening, the evoning of the very day 
when he watered the stock, will find a wharf 
rat stealing a Brooklyn Hagle from tho baso- 
ment doorway, and will go out and oatoh the 
urchin by the collar and twist the collar so 
tightly the poor follow oannot ssy it was 
thirst for knowledge that led him to the dis- 
honest act, but grip the collar tightor and 
tighter, oaying: ‘I have been looking for 
you a long while.

A poor 
boy slyly takes from the basket of » market 
woman's choke poar—saving some one cleo 
from the oholora—and you smother him in 
tho foul atmosphere of Raymond astroot jail 
or tho Now York Tombs, while bis cousin, who 
has been skilfal enough to ates! $50,000 from 
the oity, you will make hima» oandidate for 
the Now York Legislature, Therois a groat 
deal of unoasiness and nervousness now among 
some poople in our time who have gotten un: 
righteous fortanos—a groat deal of norvous- 
ness about dynamito, I tell thom that God 
will put under thelr unrighteous fortunes

Oh, this 
straining out of small sins like goats, and this 
gulping down great iniquities like camuls, 
This sabject does not giys the pictu-e of one 
or two pereons, but is a gallery in which 
thousands of peoplemay ‘ew thelr Jikonces, 
For instance, all those people who, while 
they would not rob their neighbor of a far- 
thing, appropriate the monoy and the tressure 
of the public, Aman has a house to soll, 
and ho tells hie customer it js worth $20,000 

Next dsy tho aescesor comss around and says 
it is worth $15,030. The Government of the 
United States took off the tax from personal 
income, among other reasons because eo fow 
people would tall the truth, and many a man 
with an income of hundreds of doilars a day 
made statements which seemed to imply he 
wes about to be handed over to the overseer 
of the poor, Careful to pay their parage 
from Liverpool to New York, yet smuggling 
in their Saratoga trank ten silk dresses and a

Dr, Jetfers on Union 


The following is a synopsis of tho apeoch 
dolivered in the Conference by the Rev. 
Dr. Jeffers, on the subject of Union 

Rov. Dr, Joffors, on rising to speak, was 
Rrveted with loud aad continued applause. 
He said tn effect :—I think this Confor 
ence 60 far has shown «a most excellent 
spirit,and, though ylolont things have been 
said by the speakers, yet they were mixed 
up with suoh rollicking fan and honest and 
pathotic sentiment that I cannot believe 
thoy were meant. I came to this Confor- 
enee not intending to speak on this ques- 
tion, but I have been told repeatedly it was 
my duty, being an old member and tutl 
mately acquainted with our past history. 
I might say on the platform [ have never 
yot whipped anybody,and can never-realize 
that in these matters there oan bea personal 
issue. In these general discussions I never 
wish for victory, but always believe we 
moot to help one another with our advice 
and counsel. With regard to union I regret 
to referto the doubts that were thro 
upon the honesty of those who oppose t 
I say that, although personally favorable to 
union, the price may be too dear, and a 
little delay may make it more feasible. 
Several actions of the speakers Ido not 
Spprove of, such as the prophecies of suc- 
cess or defeat indulged in by the apeakers 
and the declaration that we are placed in 
such a position that it is compulsory for us 
to go on, and that we must accept the basia 
or go to war with the laity. Why should 
we be placed in such a position? [ say the 
promoters of this union have sought to put 
us in » corner by such appeals, and no one 
who has heard the vehomence with which 
they have urged these objections can doubt 
their intention. [never was afraid of the 
laity. Wewould be far better to havo 
them present in our Conferences,to under- 
stand our actions and motives. Should 
any layinan say to mo, ** It is sellshness on 
the partofthe ministers not to support 
union,” J ask them if, when 400 or 500 ad- 
ditional ministers are added to our circuits, 
and whén expenses are do largely increased, 
andso many superannuated added to our 
lists, the laity will supply our demands. 
The incomes of the other churches seeking 
union. are not as high as ours, and it will 
come to this,that there will be two ministers 
then where there is now one. I do not be 
lieve they will bring in a support propor-' 
tionate to. the numbers of their ministers. 
You will plunge yourself intodebt. ido 
hot believe there is such unanimity among 
the quarterly boards as the supporters of 
union affirm. They labored under a mis- 
take. They thought the ministry were in 
ita favor. Another thing was that the two 
Toronto dailies strongly furthered this ob- 
ject. What would you gay it such articles 
were written, not as the opinions of the 
public and political press, but by ministers 
supporting the union. At the Oonference 
at Hamilton I said, ‘‘Lot us talk charitably 
about the other denominations, so that if 
union fails this time there will be no im- 
pediments to future union,” and this coun- 
sel I have always followed. I wish to speak 
of the restrictive rules. Dr, Rice spokea 
great deal about honest men and trust in 
thisand that. No man should ask us to 
give him office or authority merely because 
he is honest. We have nothing to do with 
such pleas, but must settle this question on 
the principles of common human natur >) and 
common Ohristianity, As to the veto power 
I cannot trustany General Conference 
with unlimited power. Lot us suppose union 
consummated and the Superintendent taking 
the chair. A Nominating Oommittee is ap- 
pointed, a Stationing Oommitteeis appoint- 
ed, will not he be chairman and make every- 
thing seoure for the remainder of the seasi- 
on} Where is the patronage of the Method- 
ist Church if not in the Stationing Commit- 
tee} They have power to place uswhere 
we cannot educate or support ourfamilies 
and do with us aa they please. Suppose a few 
men of each Conference be his auxiliaries,o 
central clique, men ocoupying chief offices, 
who have the power of controlling the funds 
moving the Stationary Committes —-suppose 
this is all known, which of us will not say, 
‘*T will no longer meddle in Oonference 
agitations ; I will not become one of the 
opposition, I will merely work quietly for 
God,” 1s there there then no danger in 
centralizing power’ I dare say every 
secession from Church has been owing to 
this centralizing power? Isay, too, that 
the promotors of this union, in anticipation 
of this office of stfperintendent, voted him 
asalary of $2,000. Why, unless his duties 
were wider than they say, unless the in- 
tention was that his Isbours should be 
permanent and that he should interfere with 
the prerogatives and annual conferences?! I 
am of the opinion the Union Oommittee 
was restricted. If not, what was the 
purport of the motion of Rev. Mr. Shaw. 
I think we oughtto go for union. I ad- 
vocated it twenty years ago in the Guardian, 
and still advocate it. I took then and still 
take the positian, if it is not practicable let 
us work steadily for it, and at Hamilton I 
proposed that four years should be allowed 
to each of the contracting parties to adjust 
their finanoes and arrange all matters which 
were in question.

Mr. Epiron,—Perhaps you wit allow space 
In your paper for a fow notes from the North- 
West, Firat, then, wo are having a magrili- 
cont spring. Oid winter gave way and moved 
away very slowly, so that spring wasglato in 
coming ; but one advantage of that was that 
wo had no floods and searcoly any’ high 
wator, Thoaas soon as ns the frost was 
out sulliciontly thore was nothing to hiader 
the farmors from prooveding rapidly with thoir 
seoding, as thoro was Only ono little showor 
duriog the wholo of svoding time. Bat just 
abont tho timo seeding was all done the spring 
rains commonoed and in this matter again wo 
wore most fortunate for the rain oame in 

ontle showers with warm sunshine botwoon. 

‘hore were no tloods,as the rain came so gent- 
ly for the most part it soaked right into the 
ground,and with the warm sunshine the crops 
aro growing beautifally, 

Thoro has been an immensd adreage pat in 
this year, so that if wo havo a favorable sum- 
mor thoro will be » vast amount of grain. for 
oxport this year whould we got a valiroad to 
take it to market, 

Just now the prospect of a railroad seoms 
protty good, as the surveyors of the O. P. R. 
aro now busy on $ho wost vide of the Pombina 
rivor, taking the lovels and making out a pro- 
filo ofthe road) Thoy say this is the” last 
survey, so that we will know in a short time, 
I suppose, what is to be our fate; Toon J, J, 
Hill, of the S. P', M. & M. R, R. end of the 
Manitoba S. W. K.R. bas sent a Jetter stating 
thatin «short timo he will mage» tour of 
South-western Manitoba, to make himself ao 
quainted with the country and to consult with 
the people, so 1 suppose we will soon know 
what wo may expect from him. No doubt 
the first question will be, how much bonus 
will you give? and the peoplo’s answer will 
largely decide the question. Meanwhile there 
isa good dealof anxiety on the subject, as 
our fature is so intimately bound up with the 
doings of thé railroad companies, A liberal 
and fayorablo policy means wealth and happi+ 
ness to thousands, while the opposite means 
dejection and a dragging exiatence, 

The new Temperance Bill is looked for 
witha good dealiof ioterest. If the Bill be 
really whatthe synopsis of it we have sedn 
indicates it will prove a heavy’ blow to the 
walo of intoxicating I'quors in the North- 
West. Many came hore determined to do all 
in thelr power to keep the blighting scourge 
of all civilized countries out of their new 
homes ; but with tho tinkering interfere aoe of 
our local Legislature and their ‘‘ Boer Bill,” 
and tbe terrible muddle of the Soott Act 
basiness in Marquotte, mgny have got dis- 
couraged, and almost begin to feel that it is 
no use fighting the liquor interest,and nothing 
remains but to make the best of a bad bargain 
and devote their enorgies to saving themselyes, 
However, there is no doubt of the steady ad- 
vance of temperance sentiment throughout 
the Dominion, and Manitoba will yet give as 
good acoount of itself. 

One of our landlords here (J, Johnston) had 
® young man slok at his place two wecke at 
the end of which time he died, The young 
man’s brother waa with him about one week 
and hls sister somewhat leas, The hotel wait- 
ora did no waiting on him, as the young msn 
had his own help; bat when all was over 
Johnston charged $100.15 for his keeping dur- 
ing the two weeks, How is that for charging? 

the new Methodist parsonage at Crystal 
City ia a credit to the Mission and to the de- 
nomination, The total cost of house and stable 
is about $1,000, 

Whether from the quality of grass or the 
superior excellence of the breod of cattle there 
are some oxamplos of good milk giving quali- 
tles about here, On man near the city has a 
cow which regularly. fills two patent pails 
night and morning. Who can beat it?, I 
hear also ofa man at Turtle Mountain who 
has 4 cows which give him12 pails of milk 
per day. The amount of thé stock in’ the 
country is inoreaslng rapidly, yet as the de- 
mand is much greater than the supply, prices 
keep well up. Cows solls readily at from $6) 
to $90, and working oxen often bring $200 for 
the team. Beef sells at from 12) to 200, per 
pound, and fresh pork in proportion. 

The opentng of the Thunder Bay branch has 
already proved of immense advantage to this 
country, yet the gramblers are not satisfied. 
The other day I asked one man if in view of 
the general lowerlog of passenger farce and 
freight rates’ the U, P. R. deterved all the 
abuse it hed received, His reply was ‘* yes, 
and more too,” . When some are asked to ex- 
plain how they have come to lower rates they 
say “the American rosds have forced ‘them 
to.” To my mind, if such is a trac specimen 
of the intelligenos of the Grit party, it is no 
wonder they proyed such a lamentable failure 
when they attempted to govern the country. 
One would think the suddon fall of fares from 
$43 to $22 for first class, immediately on tho 
opsning of the road, should lead candid peo- 
ple toylve the ©, P, R. some credit; but 
maybe such people’ aré scarce ,inthe Grit 
ranks, 1 fear they are, J hope it willuot be 
long till the road is opened round ‘‘ Superior” 
and thon I do not hositate to say the saying 
to the country will amount to hundreds of 
thousands of dollars every yoar, if not mil- 
lions, At presont I doubt ifit is possible to 
estinate tho bonofit of the road to Manitoba 
and tho North-west, But not to make this 
too lengthy, and thanking you for your space, 
I close, Com.

iog a quarter of a million porsonalty which 
has boon transferred by doath within tho last 
ton years, It should be observed not only 
that those figures deal with porsonal proporty 
exolurively, but that British holdings in foreign 
Rentes, railways, banks house property and 
business aro outside the list altogether, With 
thoso reservations, seventeen mon havo left 
more than a million, fifty two more than half 
a million and a hundréd and olnety fiye moro 
than a quarter of a million, The vast majority 
of these porsons wore obsourities outside the 
world of business and finance, Of tho mil- 
lionaires, three only wero Poors, viz,, the 
Dake of Portland, the Earl of Dysart, and 
Lord Wolverton—the latter, however, having 
mado his fortune in the city, Threo at leas’ 
woro iromastors—Sir David Baxtor, Mr, 
Orawabay, and Mr, Jamos Baird; ono Mr. J, 
R. Mills, had beon in tho silk trade; Mr. 
Langworthy, of Mancheator, teprosonted cot- 
ton ; Baron de Rothohbild and Mr, T. Baring, 
finanoo, Mr, Pono, ongineoring ; Mr J. Wil- 
liams, of Cornwall, mining ; and Mr. Pombor- 
ton Heywood, the trade of Liverpool. Tho 
richest of these millionatres, so far ao English 
poraonality ls concerned, was Baron Lionel do 
Rothohild, whose will was proved at £2,700,- 
000; Mr, Pomborton Hev« ood, of Live pool, 
comos noxt with £1,090,000 ; next follows the 
parsimonious Karl of Dysart, who bad acoa- 
mulated £1,600,000, and that equally ooven- 
tric spond-thrift, ‘‘ the underground Dake of 
Portland,”’ who left £1,500,000, Of tho 
soventeon, Sir David Raxter, Mr. James 
Baird, and Mr, John Remiogton Mills wore 


distinguished by their philanthropy either 
in their lifetime or by tho posthumous dispo- 
altion of » conslderablo portion of thelr wealth. 
After all, porhape, it is not astonishing to find 
hardly soy in tho long list of mi!lionalres and 
som|-millionaires who were really distioguish- 
od in the world of literaturo, or soionce or 
art, or politios, ‘ 
Tho richost clty in the world supplies com- 
paratively fow of the names in the list, and 
only a moiety of these aro puroly city 
mon, Tho drapory trade has soveral ropro- 
sontatives, Mr, Charlox Meoking, £260,000 ; 
Mr. J. Rothorham, £350,000; Mr. W.Mentle, 
£239,000 ; Mr. George Moore, £400,000, Mr. 
William Tarn, £500,000 ; Mr. Potor Robinson, 
£350,000; Mr William Leaf, £300,000, Tt 
it cortanly remarkable that five of thers wore 
retail shop-keopors, London bspkers, of 
course, ligure prominently in the list, which 
includes Lord Wolyarton (Glyn Mills & Co.)

£500,000 ;. Baron Heath, £250,000; Mr. Twolis,

The Last Voyage of the Asia. 


Tho following essay by Miss Lillie Boyoo 
was read at the exhibition given by tho 
ladies of Alexandra College : 

Have you ever stood in some command- 
ing position and watohed the gallant ship a 
Sport of the wind and waves, doomed by 
the fierce power of the overwhelming tem- 
pest? Have you heard the shrieks and 
cries for mercy of the helpless, dying as the 
ship goos down and finding a tomb in the 
watery deep! If not, thencome with me, 
and with wings of thought follow the for- 
tunes of the dsia as she speeds onward to 
hor fate in the route whioh I shall indicate. 

The propeller Asia started on 13th of 
September last from Owen Sound bound 
for Sault St, Marie and intermediate ports, 

The route of the steamers of the Transit 
Oompany (of which the Asia was one) is 
tiorth of Manitoulin Island, called the 
Northern Ohannel, in which lie numberless 
emerald isles of untold beauty, hiding, the 
greater part of the way, the mainland from 
the view, and each, from the smallest that 
peeps above the waterlikea gem of the 
ocean, to the largest with its oapes and bays, 
its fishing stations and villages of Indian 
wigwams, alike possessing some peouliar- 
ly attractive features to enlist the 
interest of the traveller and to which 
to the lover of the picturesque there 
in no scenery in the world equal ; yet this 
seeming fairyland, fraught with so muoh 
loveliness when nature smiles, is, when the 
storm king is abroad in his fury, the scene 
of the greatest suffering and horror to those 
who may be under his influence. 

Farewells have been said, and, followed 
by the prayers of friends for the safety of 
those on board, we see the Asia, loosened 
from her mooring, steam out of the harbor 
and begin s voyage so fatal to herself and 
those she carried. 

It is » fearful night ; the stars have with- 
drawn beneath a mantle of deepening gloom; 
the moon, as {if conscious of, and endeavor- 
ing to keep out of sight, the tragedy to be 
enacted before another sun shall set, hides 
her face behind the storm clouds that come 
gathering fast. The galiant ship speeds on 
and well she rides the foam crested waves, 
likejsome solitary sea gull, yet her timbers 
creaking as she plunges in the trough of 
the sea, makes the faces of those on board 
blanoh with terror and consternation, lest 
they be driven upon any of the death deal- 
ing shoals which lie hid In many places uu- 
der these waters. The increase of the storm 
has caused the fears of the passengers to be 
communicated to the Osptain and crew. 
Hark ! there rings ont upon the air, ‘throw 
cargo overboard.” Then bales of hay, grain; 
and lumbering outfitsare pitched overboard, 
and with the rest a large number of horses, 
which are soon lost to view,exoept when the 
lightning leaps back and forth from the 
craggy pinnacles of the storm clouds ; but 
the poor creatures are not forgotten, nor 
will they be so long as those on board exist, 
for above the sound of the storm comes 
their neighing wafted in piteous and heart- 
rending tones, 

Thus passes the night. The morning 
dawns, and with it the wind, which has 
been blowing hard, increases to a gale ; the 
waves seem to roll mountains high. So the 
forenoon wears away ; it {s half-past eleven; 
the boat, reeling and toiling through the 
yeasty foam, gets in the trough of the sea, 
and will not mind her helm. Then the 
agonizirg orles within tell us the last spark 
of hope has fen. 

Those not on their knees orying for meroy 
are rushing frantically about in despair. 
Some more mindful than thé others provide 
‘themselves with life-preservers, a few pas- 
sengere are distributing life buoys to those 
who have lost their presence of mind, and 
are nobly trying to prepare them for the 
ordeal which isat hand. Here apart by 
themselves, clinging together, area man, 
his wife and seven children ; the only con- 
solotion that remains to them is that they 
will not be separated in death. Not far 
away wesee a poor blind man, hands 
clasped with a young girlof 17, who has 
been his guide, and whose merciful task 
has brought her to this hour of peril. But 
we have no time for thinking, for the waves 
wash over the decks, making her shiver as 
if in the deadly grasp of dissolution. 

See ! a huge wave much larger than any 
before comes surging with irresistible 
force. It strikes the vessel and causes her 
togo overon her side, Oh! God she’s 
doomed. Through her yawning sides sho 
drinks the flood ; then as the dying screams 
of the drewning echo upon the alr, the over 
loaded boat is dragged stern foremost be- 
neath the hungry waters. 

This is our Jast look of the Asia; ina 
moment naught is seen to mark the spot 
where she went down, but a struggling mass 
of humanity striving against the force of the 
waves to cling to some straggling piece of 
the wreck, in order to have a few moments 
more of existence and thus 
The gentle, the good and the braye 

The matron, the maid and the child, 

The strong and the weak alike go down 

In tho clutch of the hurricane wild ; 
The timid with a wild despairing moan 

And the brave with o horror they dare not 

own. 

With a sad heart we have turned from 
the tragio scone, aud have heard the gasp- 
ing shrieks of the shipwrecked os the wind 
bore away their dying breath, and have 
followed the fortunes of the occupants of 
the only surviving boat, one of them being 
a dolicate girl, » cousin of the mate, 

Ob! how disastrous an ending to the 
hopes entertained by sc many promising 
lives. The day is passed, Night has 
thrown around us ber gloomy shroud. Tho 
stare are hid by the clouds, through which 
anon the modnbeams weop over the many 
who to-night rest in thoir last cold sleep. 
Oheerlessly they pass the early part of tho 
night, drifting and tossing upon the bil- 
lows. Once when the beacon light at Byng 
Inlot was seen glittering in the distanoo, a 
glad ory of ‘‘ saved” wont up, andfor a 
while they join their voloos in song, but 
the effects of exhaustion tell upon them 
and the struggle for life begins, We seo 
threo out of their number sink lp the om- 
brace of death. Still, even in dying, they 
sing Of the ‘‘Home” on the Beautiful 
Shore, as they hopelessly toil at the oar, 
The Mate in next to sucoumb, He sub- 
sides into unconsciousness, and with his 
head pillowed upon bis cousin’s breast his 
spirit takes ite flight into its long, long 
home. Théo Oaptain tenderly leys him 
down In the boat, Uould we write his 
thoughts as momorios of tho past rash 
through his mind—momortes of times when 
thoy have often stood togothor in peril and 
storm, and piloted tholr veasol to «a haven 
ot safety—we would have » yolume of in-

Let us hasten oyer the experience of the 
two survivors in the boat. Dawn comes 
and reveals the land near, and soon they 
Lave drifted on the beach, Being too ex- 
hausted from hunger and exposure to pro- 
ceed, they lie down upon. the rooks to 
die, But kind providence sends them a 
saviour inthe person of an Indian who 
cares for their wants and is the means of res- 
toring them to their frionds.’ We haye 
touched upon afew of the incidents of the 
loss of gallant ship, andthe resoue of the 
two who survived. Lot us turn to the house- 
holds of mourning where the widow's tears 
in sad bereavement fall, mingled perchance 
with those of the fatherléss, Woe behold a 
mother’s grief as she sorrows for her dead 
Lad and lookin pity upon the intended 
bride who, broken hearted,sorrows through 
blasted hopes. We go to the silent churoh 
yard, where bealde the weeping willow, 
those mourners plant flowers upon the 
graves of their loved ones and water them 
with their tears, Woe know that they. who 
lie there will never more be distarbed in 
thelr deep repose by the storm that rides 
the Autumn winds, yet we weep and sigh 
in unison with these disconsolate sufferers.

Bee Notes tor July. 


Apiartsts are now in the midst of tho 
honey harvest. Tho white clover is hardly 
gone, the incomparable sweet clover is yot 
in bloom, and the basswood flowers are 
opening stores of enticing nectar. Boo- 
keepers who are working for comb honey 
should farnish abundant sections, that tho 
bees would not lack room. Crowding © at 
this season moans swarming and loss. If 
the fiaost honey is desired, the sectlons 
must bo removed as soon as filled, and 
capped over, If extracted honey is the 
aim, itshould be extracted fre quently. In 
u0 case should this be deferred longer when 
the bees begin to cap over the honey, Ex- 
tracted honey should always be kept in a 
dry, warm atmosphere, and then even thin 
honoy will ripen and be equal to that which 
was capped over by the bees. The different 
grades of extracted honey should be kept 
Separate. Olover, raspberry and basswood 
honey are all so much alike that to mix 
them would do no harm ; but never should 
the dark nectar of autumn be mixed with 
the light honey of summer. Higher prices 
will bo obtained by keeping each kind of 
honey by itself. — American Agricitturist 
Jor July.

Prevent Forest Fires. 


There is great loss every season by 
individuals owning wood lots, and to the 
public from carelessness or design in hand- 
ling fire, In the scmmer drouths, the 
leaves and failen Limbs become like tinder, 
and tho cigar stump or emptied pipe, the 
brands from a campfire or picnic party, are 
enough to kindle a great contiagration. 
Fires are often started from the sparks of 
railroad engine, from carelessness in burn- 
ing brush, or from mischievous boys, just 
to see the blaze. The is much loss to the 
owner of the forest burnt over, in trees 
killed, in fuel and fenoes consumed, in the 
vegetable wealth of leayes and mould burn- 
ed and dissipated. The forest does not 
recover, and when it is cut with the axd, 
it remains for years a blackened dosolation 
in the landscape, Iu moat cases,the whole 
neighborhood suffers from the reduction of 
the arén of forest, already too small to hus- 
baud tho rainfall, and protect the springs 
and rivulets, that feed the rivers. This 
great public evil should have the immediate 
attention of all ourlaw makers.— American 
Agriculturist for July.

Outting Grass for Hay, 

It was once a saying among farmers, and 
may be «0 still to ome extent, that grass 
ought to be cut as close as possible to the 
ground, for it was so much thioker at the 
bottom, that an inch there was worth two 
or more at the top. This may be true or 
not, according to circumstances, and the 
kind and quality of the grass to be cut. If 
it be the natural growth on the broad mea- 
dows of the Connecticut, or similar river 
bottoms, or a yery fine-stalked variety, like 
June grass, or the short growing white olo- 
ver, then an inch at the base may be worth 
two at the top, If it is Timothy, orchard, 
or any other coarse-stalked gaass, or red 
clover, then two to four inches at the 
bottom may not be worth one at the top, 
especially if left standing until passed 
blossoming and the seeds begin to form. 

Coarse, rank grasses are usually divested 
of leayes near the ground when attaining 
their full growth ; and if they are out close, 
the stubs are left so short as to be no pro- 
tection against the hot summeraun. If dry 
weather follows for a few weeks subsequent- 
ly, it will greatly injure the grass, and 
sometimes kill it. When protection is left 
by not cutting too close, a fair second 
growth is ensured, which, if not sufficient 
by autumn for rowen or pasture, it will be 
at I¢ast a good protection for the roots 
during winter, and give an earlier start In 
spring and a better crop'in haying time. 

The invention of mowing machines has 
given the farmers a great advantage in har- 
vesting their grass, for they can so set the 
bars and outting knives, etc. of these, as 
to out high or low, as desired. There is a 
considerable difference of opinien still ex- 
isting among farmers as to the best time 
for cutting their grass or hay. Some con- 
tend, if for milch cows, it should be cut 
before the grass begins to blossom ; if for 
other kinds of stock, at the time of flower- 
ing; while some contend that for horses 
the seed should be nearly ripo. In order 
to settle this point satisfactorily, it would 
be well for the Agricultural Oollege to ex- 
tend jtheir careful experiments with the 
various grasses and oloyer, cut at three to 
four differant stages of growth,—American 
Agriculturist for Fuly. 


An Effectual Insect Killer 


Kerosene, showered tpon plants, is very 
penetrating,and destroys insects inall stages 
of development, eyen to the eggs. Two 
parts of kerosene to one of sour milk is a 
proper proportion. If fresh milk is not ot 
hand, condensed milk, diluted to the same 
strongth, may be émployed. This mixture 
is successfully used for the scale jnseoct in 
the orange groves of Florida, and can bo,it 
is thought, employed to destroy Ohinch- 
bugs. A mixture of water and three per 
cont, of kerosene is deadly to the bugs,and 
does noharm tothe growing corn, By 
spraying a tew outside rows, nearest a ripon- 
ing field of wheat, the whole area of corn 
can be protected from the second brood of 
the destructive Ohinch-bug. The apparatus 
for the cheapest and best application of the 
the emulsion is yet to be devised. Doubtless 
a sprinkler drawn by two horses could be 
mado, that, by passing between the rows of 
corn, would spray them quickly and offeo- 
tivoly. 

All farmers seriously troubled with in- 
seota should give kerosene a trial By uring 
a cheap grade of petreluum, the expense ts 
amall, and,with the necessary apparatus for 
applying the emulson, «safe and succesafil 
war may be waged againat the insect ene- 
Much d+pends upon promptnrss and 
energy ; therefore, the farmer should be 
prepared to act at the earliest warning. A 
barrel of korosene,and a garden foroe-pump, 
with necessary attachmonts, roady for uso, 
may como to bo as ossoptial a part of a woll- 
equipped farm, or fruit and vegetable ar: 
don, as firo oxtinguishers In acity. Try 
the mixture on aamall ares, to detorinine 
tho propor strength. It may be that one

Poultry Raising as a Business 


Mr. P. H. Jacobs, a practioal

wido by 50 feet deep. An acto of ground 
will contain forty such yards, or 400 hens 
No cooks are necessary unless the ogas aro 
desired for inoubation, To estimate $1.50 
as aclear profit from each hen, is not the 
maximum limit, but the profit accrues ac- 
cording to the management given. Poultry 
thrives best when running at largo, but this 
applies only to small fucks. -Hens kept by 
the hundred become too crowded while at 
large, no matter how wido the range, and 
sickness and loss ocour. Large flocks must 
be divided, and the size of the yard requir- 
ed for a flook, is of but little importance 
compared with that of the management, 
Thore is much profit to be derived from the 
sale of young chicks—and, where one pays 
attention to the business—they receive the 
greatest care. Each brood, like the adult, 
is kept separate from the others, in a little 
coop, which prevent quarreling among the 
hens; and enables the manayér to count aud 
know all about the chioks., This is very 
important, asthore are many farmers who 
hatch scores of broods and yot cannot tell 
what becomes of two-thirds

manager finds this impossible, he should at

that mature early, A knowledge of the 
characteristics of the several breeds is in- 
dispensable to success. Crossing pure-bred 
cocks with common hens is excellent, but 
‘* poultry’ is not profitable to apy but.those’ 
who understand thoroughly the mating and 
selection of the several breeds.

Keep the Soil Occupied. 


The success of the market-gardener de- 


pends, in a great measure, upon keeping the | 


soll constantly occupfed. No portion is 
allowed to be idle, but as soon as oné orop 
is off, another oocouples its placo. The 
owner of a family garden will find it to his 
advantage to follow the example of those 
who raise vegetables for market. The 
methods which are profitable for those who 
raise vegetables for sale, may bo followed 
by those who dispose of their products on 
the family table. Inthe Monthly Notes 
about work, we point out various crops 
that may be sown, and we would now en- 
foroe the point, that every foot of she soil 
in the home garden should be occupied and 
productive. The soil will produce *some- 
thing ; if not a useful crop,a crop of weeds, 
and it is as much labor to keep weeds in 
subjection as itis to cultivatea growing 
crop. ‘Lhe old fashioned way of ‘‘ making 
gatden ” in spring and sowing everything 
at once, and forall, is wasteful. Peas, 
early potatoes, early cabbages, and othors 
have been removed by this time, and their 
places should atonce be filled by sdme- 
thing. Such vegetables as remain in per- 
fection but a few days, of which sweet-corn 
is a marked example, may be enjoyed for a 
long time by sowing every week, and the 
sowing may be done this month with a fair 
chancd of good returns. Beets, beans, on- 
cumbers, kohl-rabi, spinach, radishes, and 
turnips (especially the White French) are 
among the vegetables which may profitably 
follow the early crops that have been re- 
moved. If there are late oabbage plants in 
reseserve, set them {fn every oleared place ; 
they will yivlda good supply of usoful 
food forthe cowif not needed for any 
other use.—American Agriculturist for 
July.

THE EX-COMMISSIONER THINKS INDEPENDENCE 
A DEAD ISSUE—HIS VIEWS ON ASSISTED 
PASSAGES 


MonrreaL, Jane 26,—Sir Alexander Galt 
today told a roporter that the right of Oa. 
nada to make her own commercial treaties had 
been practically oonceded by England. The 
modus operandi was that the representative of 
Canada should be associated with the. British 
Minister and that the proposed terms be 
submitted for approval to the British Govy- 
ernment, To theses conclusions England 
reserved the right of judgment, ospecially 
in cases where the treaties in its opinion 
were objectionable, or would lead to national 
complications, He thought the Governor 
General would be always appointed by the 
British Government, and though the Domin.- 
fon pays his salary he thought it very unlike. 
ly that the Canadian Parliament would have 
tho right of choosing who should bo 
Governor, especially as the Governer-General 
was responsible to England not to Canada 
The independence question wasnot only a 
dead issue, but in fact had never been 
a live ono, The relations between Britain 
and her colonies were boing drawn olosor then 
ever before. Lord Dorby expressed this 
idea to the colonial delegates when he eaid 
that the futuro of the British empire depond- 
ed more on its relations with its own ponses- 
sions then on those with foreign countries. 
Tho trade relations sinoo 1879 showed conclu 
sively that the great advance made had been 
entirely with India and the colonies. On the 
question of Irish immigration ho said that the 
Dominion was taking its share, He had always 
been extremely particular in selecting for 
assisted passages only such people as bad 
pbysical force to fill positions. With such it 
Was not aquestion of assisted passsgo, but 
of whether employment could be found when 
thoy arrived, Under no circumstances would 
he acvept a pauper or one who had beon in tho 
workhouse, but was always rosdy to lend a 
helpiag hand to those who had kept out of the 
poorhouse,

bools Gold. 

As overy substance has its shadow, every: 
thing gonuive and imitation, itis to be ox- 
peoted that gold itself, tho king of motals, 
should have its counterfeits, natural or artifi- 
cial. Leaving aside the latter olass,from timo 
immemorial have men been deceived by those 
of tho tormor, that is, in mistaking other min- 
erals tor gold, 

A farmor’s lad, slowly wading through a 
little stream, looks down into the wator, abd 
thoro, brought into view by the sparkling 
rays of the sun, ho soos something glistening 
and ehimmering wo brightly that, solzod by a 
sudden ourlosity, ho rans bis hand through 
the bed of the brook and brings up a handfal 
of sand i{oterspersed with shioing yollow 
apeoks, and, behold, he has found gold! So 
he fancies, and the wonderful discovery {a 
noleed far and wide. A sample is quickly 
sont to some oxpert, and the report is mica in 
sand, But who can blame tho {nfatuated, solf- 
docoived rustic? 1t looks like gold to him. 
and his castle in the air rises hicher and high- 
er until the rude fiat of the one who does know 
dashos it to tho ground. 

It is not so long ago that a pill-box contain. 
ing an ounce or more of this mica bearing 
sand was sont to me to ascertain its value ; 
aod tho sender was exceedingly disappointed 
Whon I informed him of its worthless oharac- 
ter, And to-day I preserve some of It 
in my cabinet to show my visitors, and when 
tho question is esked of each as to its nature, 
nine out ten promptly reply that it is gold, 
Then, as a short, practical lesson in mineral 
ogy of this metal, a second ‘bottle, coutaining 
sand carrying the genuine article is brought 
out, and the difference is seon at once, 

What assayor, mining ongincer, mineralogint, 
or motallurgist has not had the the same ox- 
perience ? 

But mica ts not tho mineral that has done 
the most harm, Pyrites of iron and copper 
(copper pyrites or chalooyprite) and py rites ot 
iron, the * fool's gold,” has misled thousands, 

In general appearance, this ‘‘ fool's gold” is 
not #o very unlike the true gold, that is, when 
the Intter is not directly compared with it, 
It has a bright, yellow, metallic luster on the 
surfaces of unoxidized pieces and the interiors 
of freshly-broken pieces which are decompos- 
ed on the outside, 

In 1608, aboat the time of the first settle. 
ment in Virginis, the colonists ‘' believing 
that they had discovered gralns of gold in a 
stream of water near Jamestown, the entire 
industry of the town was direoted to digging, 
washiog, refining, and loading gold ; and not. 
withstanding the remoostrances of Smith, a 
ship was actually freighted with the glisten- 
ing earth end sent to England” ( Wilson's 
American History). Whether this glistening 
earth was mica or minute pyrites in the clay 
or sand, history does not tell us, but presum- 
ably the latter, sinoe it is found to a oonsider- 
able extent throughout that State. 

From that time down to the present, the 
mistake has often been made, not of imaginio 
the pyrite to con/ain gold, but that it is gol 
uubbere ‘a,orehphie., 29..atbor . metalliferous 
pyrites. Itis found in rocks of every age,and 
almost in all parts of the world, Hardly a 
State or Territory of the United States but 
contains it to a greater or less degree, hence 
the great prevalence of the error concerning 
it. 


To illustrate: a colored man In Mississippi 
mailed me a lump of this miveral, water-worn 
into a radesemblance of a gold nugget, and 
desired me to sell it for him! All I could do 
was to tell him of its worthlessness, and in- 
stead of s picoe of gold worth $40 or $50 as he 
supposed, it was,in fact,not worth the postage 
paid on it, 

To come nesrer home; from two separate 
places in Michigan, and from two different 
counties in Wisconsin, has the same mineral, 
with the same question, been sent me, and 
lately an intelligent looking gentleman brought 
mo three or four pounds of this same delusive 
stuff, picked up on the shores of our lake, 20 
miles north, It is needless, perhaps, to say 
that they were all disappointed in their great 
expectations. 

Prom all that I have written, there can as 
surely be deduced a moral as it cau from the 
history of any nation, race, or soot, or life of 
avy ominont {odividusl, snd the moral is, a 
more practical education in all of our schools. 

I do not refer to those institutions whiob 
make a apecialty of teaching geology, miner- 
alogy, metallurgy, assaying or other branches 
of solence, but to the average, the common 
schools, for it ia in such that the majority of 
our people obtains all it knows of books and 
learning. It should be as imporasive for the 
soholar to know a lump of coal from a piece 
of tron ore, to be able to distinguish a copper 
ore from one of load, to learn tho difference 
betwoen granite and limestone, between ‘foel’s 
gold’ and real gold, as it is for him to learn 
that six and seven do not make eleven, or that 
the wonderfal English language is capable of 
pronouncing rough as rujf and bough as bow! 

It is not necessary to make of the youth 
whose entire school education is acquired in 
one or two years, an expert mineralogist— 
there are limits to all things— but simply to 
know more of the material things, such ss he 
is likely to meet with in his every day life, 

To give s point to a moral and to return to 
my subject, let the one who finds something 
bright and yel/ow and imsgines it to be gold 
try to out it (if it be large enough to handle) 
with his knife. Ifit outs easily (somowhbat 
like lead) and flattens by use of hammor aud 
anvil, it probably is) what it ought to be, at 
all events it is worth investigating. If, on the 
contrary, the specimen is too hard to be out 
(iron pyrites), or or umbles instead of belog 
sliced (copper pyrites), it certainly is not gold, 
Finish tho test by placing some of tho suspect 
ed mineral, powdered, in a common iron spoon 
overa lire. If, when it has boon well bested, 
fumes arise and a smoll ra of » burnin matoh 
is perceived, then pyrites is prosont, for it te 
tho sulphur leaviag the iron (or tron and cop- 
per) with whioh it was united to form the 
pyrites that oauges the fumes and odor, 

In conclusion, let the enthusiastic seokor of 
tho precious metal romombor the ancient, but 
wiso sdego that ‘Allis not gold that out 
ward showith bright,”— Waller Lee Brown in 
Mining Review,

‘Lhe use of electric lights will be continued 
in portions of Brosdway, Fifth Ave ,ingloding 
certain parke and equeres, in alla length of 
about six miles, at 40 cents per night per 
light, Aro lights are used of the Braxh Co'n- 
pany, also of the United States Company's 
styles. Esch electric light displaces six pas 
lighta. The contract price for each electric 
light amounts to $225 per year per light, whinh 
is rather more than double the cost of gas in 
the chief parts of the city, It is conceded, 
however, that the quantity of light furnished 
by an electric lamp is much greater and better 
than that yielded by the six displaced aod 
dingy gaalamps.

So many misstatements which must be 
apparent to all who are acquainted with 
the facts concerning the matter in question 
are crowded into the above, that {t is scarce.

1, Mr. Pago has not, it is true, reported 
{n favor of the Prosqu'Ile route, but he did 
report yery strongly against Weller’s Bay 
fn 1858, when it was in sbout the same 
condition as itis now.

Fired by tho oxposure of his faleehoods 
regarding the Murray Canal, the Ottawa 
correspondent of the Globe donios that Ohief 
Justiow Ritchie, in giving judgment in tho

A blue book recently issued shows that 
the total yalue of tho production of the 
fisheries of Canada in 1882 was $16,824 083; 
the valao in the previous year amounted to 
$15,817,163, thus showing an increase of 
$1,006,920, which is exclusive of the catch 
in Manitoba and the North-West, of which 
there are no returns. Of tho total above 
given iu Nova Sootia’s sharo is $7,131,418 ; 
New Bronewick’s, 83,192,339 ; Quobeo’s, 
$1,976,516 ; Prince Edward Island's, $1,- 
855,687 ; British Columbia’s, $1,842,675 ; 
Ontario's, $825,457. ‘The value of the catoh 
by the Indians of Qanada is computed at 
$4,885,000, which would make the total 
yield of the fisheries $21,709,092, The total 
éxport of Oanadian fish to the United States 
was $2,441,204, and to other countries 
$5,240,876,Great Britain taking$2,129,892, 
and tho British West Indies $1,188,819. 
The other countries comprise Australia, the 
Oanary Isles, Austria, Italy, Portugal, 
Germany, France, the several South Amer- 
joan countries on the esst side, and the 
Danish, Spanish, and French West Lodlos,

A Murdered Man 


HE GETS HIS DEATH BLOW PROM A TRAMP —

In 
1869, of the 49,000 people who were Inosrcer- 
ated in tho prisons of the country, 32,000 of 
them were of foreign birth, Many of them 
woro the vory desporadoes of Booloty, oozing 
into the slameof our citi s, waiting for an 
opportunity to riot and steal and debsauch,

Seven millions dollars’ wortW of proporty 
stolen inthis neighborhood of <itlo« lo one 
yoar! You caunot, as good citizens, bo in- 
dependent of that fics, It willtouoh your 
pockets, since I have to give you the fact that 
those threo citios pay $7,100,000 worth of taxes 
8 yoar to arralgo, try aod sapport the crimin- 
al population, You help to pay the board of 
ovory orlminal--from the sneak-thief that 
snatchos spool of cotton up to some man 
who onacts a ‘‘ black Friday.” More than 
that, it touchos'your heart in the moral de- 
pression of the community. Yvu might as 
well think to stand in a olosely confined room 
whore there are fifty people and yot not 
breathe the vitiated air, as to stand in'a com- 
munity whore thore is such a great multitude 
of the depraved without somewhat bein 
contaminated, What isthe fire that Carat 
your store down oompared with tho doniflagra- 
tion which consumes your morala? What is 
theft of the gold and silver from your money- 
safe compared with the theft of your children’s 
virtue? We are all ready to arraign oriminals, 
We shout at the topof our yoice, “Stop 
thief !” When tho police get on the track we 
come out hatless and in our alippors to msslat 
in the arrest. Wocome sround the bawling 
ruffian and huetle hioy off to justice, and when 
he gots in prison whatdo we do for him? 

With gréat gusto we put on ho haudeuffs and 
the bopples ; but what preparations are we 
making forthe day whon the handouffs and 
hopples come cif? Soviety seems to say to 
those criminals, ‘* Villains goin there and 
rot,” when it ought tosay, ‘! You aro an 
offsnder againat tho law, but we moean to 
givo you an o; portunity to r pent ; Wp meen 
to help you. Christ died fr you Look and 
live.” 

Vast improvements havo boen wade by in- 
trodnoing industries into the prison; but wo 
waut something more than hamme:s aod shoe 
Insts to reclaim those people, Aye, we want 
more than sermons on tho Sabbath day. So- 
ciety must impress these men with the fact 
thst it does not enjoy thoirsafferiog, add that 
itisattemptiog to reform snd elovate them, 
The maj rity of criminals supposs that sootety 
has a grudge againat them, and they in turn 
have a grudgo against society, \They. are 
harder in heart and moro infurlate when they 
come out of jail than when they went in, 
Many of the people who go prison go again and 
agsin and agsin. Some years ago, of 1,500 
prisonera. whoduring the year had.been in 
Sing Sing, 400 had been there before, Ina 
house of correction in the country, where dur 
ing a certain reach of time there had been 
5,000 people, more than 3,000 had been there 
before. Soin one case the prison and in the 
other case the house of correction left them just 
as bad as they were before 

The secretary of one of the benoyolent so- 
cietles of New York saw a lad, fifteen years 
of age, who had spent three years of hia life 
in prison,and he said tothe lad; ‘What haye 
they done for you to make you better?” 
** Well,’ ropliod the lad, ‘the first time I 
was brought up beiors the judge, he said, 
* You ought to be ashamed of yourself,’ And 
then I committed a crime again and 1 was 
brought up before the same judge, and he said, 
* You rascal |’ And after a while I committed 
some other crime, and I was brought up be- 
fore the same judge, and he said, ‘ You ought 
to be hanged.’” This is all they had done for 
him in the way of reformation. « ** Oh,” you 
say, ‘‘ these people are incorrigible,” I sup- 

ore there are hundreds of persous this day 
ying in tho prison bunks who would leap at 
the hope of reformation, if society would only 
allow them a way into decency and respeota- 
bility. ‘‘ Oh,” you say, ‘‘ I have no patience 
with these rogues.” I ask you in reply, how 
much better would you have been under the 
same circumstances ? 

Suppose your mother had beon a blasphem- 
er and your father a cot, and youhad started 
life with a body stuffed with evil proolivities, 
and you had spent much of your time in a 
cellar, and aniid obscenities and cursing, and 
if, at 10 years of age, you had been compelled 
to go out and steal, battered and banged at 
night if you came in without any spoils ; and 
suppose your early manhood and womanhood 
had beon covered with rage and filth, and 
decent society had turned its back upon you 
and left you to consort with vagabonds and 
wharf rate—how much better would you haye 
been? I have no.aympithy with that oxe- 
cutive clemendy which “would let crime 
run loose, or which would sit in the gallery 
of acourt room weepiog because some hard. 
hearted wrotch is brought to jasticen, Bat I 
do not say that the safety and life of a com- 
munity demand more potential influences in 
behalf of publio offenders. We want mon like 
John Howard and Sir Willism Blackstone, 
and women like Elizabeth Fry, to do for the 
prisons of the United States what those poo- 
ple didin other places for the prisons in 

Sogland. I thank God for what Isaac F, 
Heppcr, and Dr. Wines, and Mr, Harris, 
and scores of others have done in the way of 
prison reform But we want something more 
radical beforo thero will come tho blessing of 
Him who said ; **I was in p:ison,and ye came 
unto mo,” 

Again, in thia class of uprooting and de- 
vouring population are untrustworthy offi- 
cials ‘* Woe unto thee, O land, when thy 
kings and ohiefs and thy princes drink in the 
morning.” It is a groat calamity toa oity 
when bad mon get into public authority, Why 
was it that in Now York thoro was such un- 
paralloled crime betwoen 1866 and 1871? It 
was because the judges of the polloo in that 
olty for the most part were 48 Corrupt as tho 
vagabonds that camo before them for  tria!, 
Thoso wore tho days of high oarnival for eleo- 
tion frauds, assassipation and forgery, Wo 
had the whiskey ring and the Tammany ring 
and the Erio rlog, There was one man that 
during thoso years got $128,009 in one year 
for serving the public, In a fow years it was 
estimated that there was $50,000,000 of 
public treasure squandered, In those timos 
the orimipal had only to wink to the judgo,or 
his Inwyer would wink for him, and the qurr- 
tlon was decided for the defendant. Of tus 
8,000 people arrested in that city in one year, 
only 3,000 wore punished, Thoso little mat.

Thoro you fin 1 what aro called the “ fonoos,” 
tho men woo stand botwoon tho thlof and tho 
honost man, sholtoring tho thiof, aud, at a 
Rroat price, handing oyer the goods to the 
ownor to whom thoy belong. Thore you will 
find thoso who are called the ‘‘skinnors,” the 
mon who hover around Wall stroot, with eroat 
sloight-of-hand in bonds and stocks. Thoro 
you will find the faneral thieves, the people 
who go and eit down and mourn with familica 
and plok tholr pookets. And thoro you will 
find the confidence mon who borrow monoy of 
3 boosuso thoy havea dead child in tho 

ouso and want to bary it, and they nover 
had a house, nora family; or thoy want to 
g0 to England and got a largo proporty there, 
and thoy want you to pay tholr way and 
thoy will sond the monoy back the very noxt 
mail, Thoro aro tho ‘harbor thieves,” the 
shoplifters, the piokpookots, famous all over 
tho citios, 

Hundreds of thom, with their faces in the 
roguos' gallery, yet doing nothing for the last 
five or ten yoars bus defraud socisty and 
escape justice, Vben thes» people go unar- 
reatod and unpanishod, it is putting a» high 
Prominm upon viee, aod asying to the young 
criminals of this country, * What a safe 
thing it is tobe a grost oriminal!” Let the 
law swoop upon them. Lot it be known in 
this country that crimo will have no quarter ; 
that the detectives aro after it; that the 
police olub ts being brandished ; that the iron 
door of the prison is being opened; that the 
jadge is ready to call on the case. Too great 
leniency to criminals is too great severity to 
society. When a formor President pardoned 
the wholosale dealer in obscose books” he 
hindered ths orusade agalost licontiousness ; 
but when, some ten or twelve years ago,Gov, 
Dix refased to lot go Foster, the assassin, who 
was condemned tothe gallows, he grandly 
vindicated the laws of God, and the dignity 
of the State of New York. 

Again, among the uprooting and devourin 
lasses in our midst are the idle, Of coarse 
do not refer to people who are getting old, or 
to the sick, or to those who cannot get work, 
but I tell you to look out for those athletic 
men and women Who will not’ work, When 
the French nobloman was asked why he kept 
busy when ho had eo large a property, he 
sald : “1 keep onengraying sol may not 
hang myself.” I do not care who the man Is, 
you cannot afford to be idle. Iti¢ from the 
idlo classes that the orimival classos.aro made 
up. Character, like water, gets putrified if it 
atanda still too long, Who can wonder that, 
in th’s world, where there isso much to do, 
and all the hosts of oarth, hoaven and hell are 
plunging into the conflict, and angela are fly- 
ing, and God {fa at work, and the universe is 
a-quake with the marching and counter- 
marching, that God lets his iadignation fall 
upon & man who chooses idleness ! 

I have watshed. these do-nothings who 
spend their time atrokiog thelr beards and re- 
touching thelr toilet and critiolsing indus. 
trious people, and pass their days and nights 
ia bar rooms and c ub houses; lodoyihg and 
smoking and chewiog and card playing. They 
are not only useless, but they are dangerous. 
How hard it is for them to while away the 
hours! Alas for thom! If they do not 
know how to while away an hour what will 
they do when they have all oternity on their 
hands? These men for awhile smoke the 
beat cigars and wear the best broadcloth and 
move in the highest spheres; bat’ I have 
noticed that very soon they come dowa to 
the prison, the almshouse, or stop at the gal- 
lows. 

The police stations of this neighorhood of 
cities farvished in ove year 200,000 lédgings. 
For the most part these 200,000 lodgings were 
furnished to able-bodied men and women, 
people as able to work as you and I are, When 
they are recelyed no longer at one police 
station, because they are repeaters, they go to 
some other station, and «0 they keep moving 
around, They get their food at house doors, 
stealing what they can lay thelr bands on in 
the front basement while the servant is 
spreading the bread in the back basement. 
They will notwork, Time and sgain in the 
country distcicts they have wanted hundreds 
and thousands of laborers. These men will 
not go; they do not want to work. I have 
tried them, I have set them to sawing wood 
in my oollar, to see whether they wanted 
to work. I offered to pay them well for it, 
I have heard the ssw going for about three 
midutes, and then I went down, and Io! the 
wood, but no saw. 


They are the pest of society and they stand 
in the way of tho Lord’sa poor, who ought to 
be helped, and will be helped. While there 
are thousands of industrious men who cannot 
get any work,th.s6 men who do not want any 
work come in and make that plea. I am in 
favor of the restoration of the old-fashioned 
whippling-post for jast this one class of men 
who will not work ; sleoping at night at pub- 
lio expénse in the station houses; during the 
day getting their food at your doorstep Im- 

risonment does notsoare them. They would 
lice it. Blackwell's Island or Sing Sing 
would be a comfortable home for them, They 
would haye no objection to the almshouse, 
for they like thin soup if they cannot get mook 
turtle, 


Propose this for them: On one side of them 
put some healthy work, on the other, side put 
a rawhide, and let them take their choice, I 
like for that class of people the scant bill of 
fare that Paul wrote the Thessalonien loafers, 
“If any work not neither should he cat.” By 
what law of God or man is it right that you 
and I should toll day in and day out, uotil 
our hands are blistered and our arms acho 
and our brain gets numb, and then be called 
on to support what in the United States aro 
about two million loafers ? bey are a very 
dangorous class. Lot the publio authorities 
keop their eyos on them, 

Again: Among the uprooting olasees I place 
tho oppressed poor. Poyerty to a certain ex- 
tentis chasteniog ; but after that, when ib 
drives a msn to the well, and he hears his 
children ory in vain for bread, it sometimes 
makes him desperate; I thiok there are 
thousands of honest mon lacerated into vaga- 
bondism, There are men crushed under bur- 
dens for which fey are half paid, While 
there is no exouse for criminality, even in op- 
prossion, I state it a8 a simple fact, that much 
of the so undrelism of the community !# oon. 
sequont upon ill treatment, Thore aro many 
men and womon battered ond bruised and 
atang until the hour of despair has come, and 
thoy stand with tho forovity ot a wild beast, 
which, pursued until it can run no longer, 
turns round, foaming and bleeding,to fight tho 
hounde, 

Thore ian vast underground Now York and 
Brooklyn lifo that ia appalling and shameful. 
It wallows and etreams with putrefaotion. 
You go down tho stairs whioh aro wet and do- 
oayod with filth and at the bottom you find 
the poor victims ou the floor, cold, sick, thres 
fourths doad, ollnking into a otill darker oor- 
noruuder tho gloam of the lantern of the 
police, Thero bas not been a breath of fresh 
alr in that room for five years, litorally, The 
broken sewer ompties its contents upon thom 
and thoy lay at night {no the swimming filth.

The Mowat Government are playing their 
old game of delay in connection with the 
matter of the ferry betweon Belleville and 
Amoliasburg. In response to very numer 
ously signed petitions from the residents of 
Belleville and of Prince Edward, praying 
for the issue of a second license to the City, 
they virtually promised that the prayer of 
the petition should be granted. Tho sup- 
porters of the petition and its opponents 
wore heard before the members of the Goy- 
ernment several weeks ago, but no decision 
has as yet been given. Meantime th City 
Solicitor has, we are informed, written 
two letters to the Government on the 
subject, and Mr, Sills, M.P.P. olect for 
West Hastings, has also written two lotters 
to them on the subject, but the courtosy 
of ap acknowledgment of their communica- 
tions has not been youchsafed them. 

As Messrs. Mowat and Crooks are in 
England, it is not probable that the ques- 
tion will be settled until the return of the 
former. Thus are the interests of Bolle- 
ville cared for by the Ontario Government, 
Contrast this conduct with that of the Do- 
minion Government.

Srising out of the separation of the town of 


Tronton from the County of Hastings, mot 
again yeotorday afternoon, in the Shire 


Hall, 
Mr. Aylaworth, tho chairman, stated that 


the Oounty Committoo had dosired Mr, 


Willa to obtain some 
but on account of mistake of the date of 


meoting and the diftioulty to tell what was 
required, but little had been done in the 
direction destred, 

Mr. Richardson said ho felt that Trenton 
should part amicably from the Oounty,and 
thought that Trenton should havo all the 
money it had pald to the County for roads 
and bridges, though it had used both. He 
suggested that Trenton be allowed to separ- 
ate from the Uounty on the following basis: 
That Tronton pay to the Oounty $600 for 
the administration of justice and the uso of 
registry oflice, and thet Trenton pay its 
pro rata share of the debt of the Oounty, 
the bridge at Trenton to bo the property of 
Trenton and the othor County property of 
the County. In addition he thought that 
the County should pay Trenton something 
for the use of the High School. 

Mr. Ayleworth thought it best to leave 
the school matter out of the quostion just 
now, as it could not come up before the 
arbitrators, and therefore should not be 
dealt with by the Uommittee, 

Mr. Wills sald the debenture debt of the 
county amounted to $166,619; against that 
we have about $66,000, showing a debt of 
about $100,000. 

Mr. Richardson said his proposition 
amounted to this; as the equalization of 
Trenton is to that of the County, so shoyld 
Trenton’s share of the debt be to that of the 
County's. 

Mr. Wills asked what equalization Mr. 
Richardson wished to act on; that of this 
year or that which would como in time. 

Mr. Richardson said he proposed to use 
the equalization madw in June this year. 

Mr. Wills said that this year Trenton 
would pay $636 for the debenture By-laws, 
in 1884, $500, in 1885 $379, and the same 
sum from that time up to 1892,after which 
there would be a reduction of $66.30 until 
1901, when the By-law would expire. 

Mr. Richardson proposed to pay a certain 
sum annually until Trenton’s proportion of 
the debt was paid. 

Mr. Ashley put Mr. Richardson’s propo- 
sition in this wey: An equalization of 
$12,000,000 owes $100,000; how much 
should $420,000 pay ? 

Dr. Moran suggested that Trenton should 
pay its pro rala share of the indebtedness 
in whatever way its Council might deem 
best. 

Eventually Mr. Richardson presented the 
following resolution : 

That the terms on which Trenton sepa- 
rates from the Oounty of Hastings be as 
follows: Trenton to pay annually $600 for 
the next five years, for the administration 
of Justice, Jury law, use of Oourt House 
and Gaol, and Registry office ; and also to 
pay annually such sum as would be required 
to pay interest and sinking fund on the 
share of the debt of the County, made up 
on the 31st of December this year, and 
based upon the equalization of the Oounty 
made at the June session of the present 
year: Trenton to be allowed to pay her 
share of the debt at such dates as the 
Trenton Council may by By-law decide, but 
not to exceed five years’ time, provided the 
decision is made within the next 5 months. 
All Oounty property within the Town of 
Trenton to become the property of the 
town, and Trenton to relinquish all right 
to any County property outside the limits 


of the town. 

Dr. Moran seconded the motion, which 
was put and carried. : 

It was decided to present the matter to 
the Oounty Solicitor, to draw up the neces - 
sary legal documents, to give effect to the 
resolution ; after which the meeting ad- 
journed until the first of August.
